assigned investigators, and that the involved and witness 
personnel did not collectively consult with their 
representative. In addition IAB Lieutenant Todd Weber 
checked to see if the watch commander attempted to have 
the involved and witness personnel gather in the company of 
a supervisor until they had provided a statement to the 
assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival they learned that there was an active command post and containment 
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of the crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of events which culminated 
in a deputy involved, hit, shooting involving Deputies Caren Mandoyan and Sean Kusiak. 


The criminal investigation was handled by Homicide Bureau Detectives Sergeant Troy 
Ewing and Jeff Cochran. They entered the crime scene with Sheriffs Crime Lab 
Personnel. They documented their actions and finding on Supplemental Reports. See 
Exhibit A, pages 44 thru 67.

Sergeant Ladjevic informed Witness Sudduth that we were conducting an Administrative 

Investigation regarding a pursuit and deputy involved shooting which involved a vehicle 

that was registered to his mother, and Suspect Beasley. Sergeant Ladjevic explained 

to Witness Sudduth that anything he said would not be used against him in court. 


Witness Sudduth said he did not want to participate in the interview. 


Witness Sudduth was asked no further questions. 
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EMPLOYEE STATEMENT 
Mandoyan, Caren ИИ Deputy Sheriff 


Involved Deputy Caren Mandoyan was interviewed by Homicide Detective Sergeants 
Jeffrey Cochran and Troy Ewing at South Los Angeles Station on June 22, 2013, at 2220 
hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. Refer to Exhibit A, page 54 thru 
59 for the Homicide Investigator's summary. 


Deputy Caren Mandoyan was interviewed on August 27, 2014, by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants David Ladjevic and Kevin Pearcy. The interview took place at Internal 
Affairs Bureau and was digitally audio recorded. Deputy Mandoyan was represented 
by Attorney Leslie Wilcox from Green and Shinee. 


On June 21, 2013, Deputy Mandoyan was assigned to South Los Angeles Station, 
Summer Enforcement Team. Deputy Mandoyan said his partner was Deputy Sean 
Kusiak. He said he was the driver deputy and Deputy Kusiak was the passenger 
deputy. Deputy Mandoyan said they were patrolling the area of Vermont Avenue and 
Century Boulevard when they noticed a gold colored Buick turning northbound onto 
Vermont Avenue from 96” Street. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Mandoyan was unsure of the exact cross street but 
believed it to be 96" Street. 


Deputy Mandoyan said the Buick entered into the number three lane of Vermont Avenue 
and quickly went across lanes to the number one lane, failing to signal. He said as the 
Buick continued north on Vermont Avenue it went from the number two lane to the 
number three lane and back into the number one lane failing to signal as it crossed 
lanes. He said the vehicle went into the center median and turned west at 92” Street. 
He said the intersection at Vermont Avenue and 92" Street is a "T" intersection and 
causes you to turn south onto Vermont Avenue from 9274 Street. 


Deputy Mandoyan said once they observed the traffic infractions he accelerated the 
patrol car in an attempt to conduct a traffic stop for the vehicle code violations. He said 
as they approached the vehicle they further observed the suspect vehicle drive in the 
parking lane of Vermont Avenue and cut off several cars as it proceeded south on 
Vermont Avenue. He said he believed the driving pattern of the suspect vehicle was 
consistent with that of a person driving under the influence of alcohol or drugs. 


Deputy Mandoyan said after following the suspect vehicle for approximately one-quarter 
of a mile and they were within one to two car lengths of the suspect vehicle at 94!" Street 
or 95" Street, they activated their forward facing red and blue lights in an attempt to stop 
the vehicle. 
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IAB NOTE: Тһе siren was not activated at this time. 


Deputy Mandoyan said once the forward facing lights were activated the suspect vehicle 
appeared to accelerate and continued south on Vermont Avenue. He said when they 
approached Colden Avenue and Vermont Avenue, Deputy Kusiak initiated a pursuit of a 
Reckless DUI vehicle, via Sheriff's Radio. 


Deputy Mandoyan said the suspect vehicle accelerated to approximately 50 miles per 
hour and continued south on Vermont Avenue to 101* Street. He said the suspect 
vehicle turned west on 101* Street and immediately turned south in the alley west of 
Vermont Avenue. He said the suspect vehicle continued south in the alley to 103" 
Street at approximately 45 to 50 miles per hour. He said as the suspect vehicle 
approached 10274 Street it drove over a dip in the road, which caused the suspect 
vehicle to scrape the bottom of the vehicle on the road. He said the suspect vehicle 
“sparked” and then hit a second dip on the south side of 102" Street. Не said when the 
suspect vehicle hit the second dip it caused the suspect vehicle to become “airborne” 
and shifted to the right nearly “flipping.” Deputy Mandoyan said he maintained a speed 
of approximately 30 to 35 miles per hour and slowed the vehicle as he exited the alley to 
clear the intersection. 


Deputy Mandoyan said as the suspect vehicle exited the alley onto 103" Street he could 
see the driver's door and the rear passenger door on the driver's side open. Не said 
when they saw the doors open Deputy Kusiak advised over the radio “they were possibly 
going to bail.” He said the vehicle turned west onto 103” Street and he lost sight of the 
suspect vehicle as they stopped at the “mouth” of the alley. 


IAB NOTE: The patrol vehicle slowed as it exited the alley in order to 
clear the intersection of vehicles and pedestrians. 


Deputy Mandoyan said as they exited the alley and began to go west on 103% Street һе 
slowed the vehicle and checked the area to make sure the suspects did not “dump” 
someone off or “ditch” the vehicle. He said once they were assured that no one fled the 
vehicle they accelerated and continued to pursue the suspect vehicle, which was now 
approximately mid-block on 103% Street approaching Budlong Avenue. He said the 
vehicle continued west on 103" Street and turned north onto Budlong Avenue, failing to 
stop at the posted Stop sign. 


Deputy Mandoyan said the suspect vehicle continued north on Budlong Avenue and 
turned west onto 10274 Street. He said as the vehicle was driving west on 102” Street 
the suspect vehicle would slow and the doors of the vehicle would open and close. He 
said, "| guess it would make it easier for them to bail out of the car.” Deputy Mandoyan 
said while on the 1300 block of 10274 Street the suspect vehicle made an abrupt right 
turn, "jumped" the curb and crashed into a chain-link fence. He said once the suspect 
vehicle crashed he immediately stopped his vehicle, exited and drew his weapon. 
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Deputy Mandoyan said the driver and rear passenger on the driver’s side exited the 
vehicle and began to run southwest on 102" Street. Не said he maintained a visual on 
the two suspects as they ran to the south curb line. He said he ordered the suspects to 
stop running, however, the ignored his commands and continued running west on 10274 
Street and out of view. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Mandoyan was maintaining cover behind his open 
door. 


Deputy Mandoyan said as he was maintaining cover he saw the front passenger 
(Suspect Beasley) exit the suspect vehicle and run toward the rear of the vehicle. He 
said Suspect Beasley ran around the suspect vehicle and began to run north toward the 
north curb line. He said once Suspect Beasley reached the north sidewalk he began to 
run west on the sidewalk. He said as he maintained visual contact with the suspect he 
could hear Deputy Kusiak saying, “Stop, stop. Let me see your hands.” 


Deputy Mandoyan said as the suspect began to near a large palm tree that was located 
on the north side of the street, he saw the suspect begin to “blade” his body to his right 
and lift his right arm. He said as the suspect lifted his right arm he was able to identify a 
firearm in the suspect's right hand. He said through his "peripheral" vision he was able 
to see Deputy Kusiak was parallel to him and the suspect was pointing the firearm in the 
direction of Deputy Kusiak. Deputy Mandoyan said he engaged the suspect, firing his 
weapon several times. Deputy Mandoyan said through his peripheral vision he was 
able to see Deputy Kusiak fire his weapon. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Mandoyan fired three rounds and Deputy Kusiak 
fired 9 rounds. 


Deputy Mandoyan said he left his position of cover and went to the south curb as the 
suspect continued running west on the north sidewalk. He said he lost visual contact 
with the suspect as he moved to the south side of 102™ Street. He said once at the 
south curb he was able to find a position of cover near a tree where he was able to 
observe the suspect as he laid on the ground. Deputy Mandoyan said his position also 
allowed him to maintain a visual of the area west of him for the other two suspects. He 
said he illuminated the suspect who was lying on a grassy area adjacent to the north 
curb. He said as he illuminated the suspect with his weapon mounted flashlight he 
could see the suspect’s hands were underneath his waist. He said as he ordered the 
suspect to show his hands he could also hear his partner giving commands. 


Deputy Mandoyan said while he was giving the commands to the suspect he heard 
Deputy Kusiak fire one round. He said after his partner fired his weapon he saw the 
suspect's hands come out from underneath his waist area and discard an object. Не 
said he heard the object hit the ground and make a grinding noise. 
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IAB NOTE: Deputy Mandoyan described the sounds as a “metal on 
concrete” sound. 


Deputy Mandoyan said after the rounds were fired Deputy Kusiak put out radio traffic 
regarding the “998.” Не said once assisting units arrived he directed them to the 
suspect who was lying on the ground. He said the assisting units handcuffed the 
suspect and he recovered the gun. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Mandoyan did not recover the suspect’s weapon at 
the time of the incident. The weapon was monitored and left 
at the location pending the arrival of Homicide Detectives. 
The suspect’s weapon was recovered by members of the 
Sheriffs Departments Scientific Services Bureau. Refer to 
Exhibit A, page 89 for description of evidence collected. 


Kusiak, Sean MEM Deputy Sheriff 


Involved Deputy Sean Kusiak was interviewed by Homicide Detective Sergeants Jeffrey 
Cochran and Troy Ewing at South Los Angeles Station on June 22, 2013. The 
interview was digitally audio recorded. Refer to Exhibit A, page 59 thru 62 for the 
Homicide Investigator's summary. 


Deputy Sean Kusiak was interviewed on August 27, 2014, at 1145 hours, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants David Ladjevic and Kevin Pearcy. The interview took place at 
Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally audio recorded. Deputy Kusiak was 
represented by Attorney Leslie Wilcox from Green and Shinee. 


On June 21, 2013, Deputy Kusiak was assigned to South Los Angeles Station, Summer 
Enforcement Team. Deputy Kusiak said his partner was Deputy Caren Mandoyan. 

He said he was the passenger deputy and Deputy Mandoyan was the driver. Deputy 
Kusiak said they were patrolling the area of Vermont Avenue near 95" Street when they 
noticed a silver Buick driving recklessly, cut across all lanes of traffic without signaling. 
He said the vehicle drove to 92" Street where it conducted a U-turn, failing to stop for 
the red traffic signal. Deputy Kusiak said as the Buick completed the U-turn to south 
bound Vermont Avenue he could see that it was occupied by three male blacks. 


Deputy Kusiak said they conducted a U-turn to south bound Vermont Avenue where they 
continued to observe the suspect vehicle. He said as they were following the vehicle it 
continually crossed lanes without signaling. He said the driving pattern of the suspect 
was consistent with that of a person who was impaired. He said they attempted to 
conduct a traffic stop regarding the traffic violations and to conduct a possible Driving 
Under the Influence of Drugs or Alcohol, investigation. 
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Deputy Kusiak said as they were travelling south on Vermont Avenue approaching 95" 
Street he turned on the overhead red lights attempting to conduct a traffic stop. He said 
when he turned on the overhead red lights the suspect vehicle accelerated. He said 
due to the suspect vehicle accelerating they immediately turned on the overhead rotating 
lights, forward facing spot lights and siren, in an attempt to stop the vehicle. He said the 
suspect vehicle was travelling at approximately 40 miles per hour, when they initiated the 
traffic stop. 


Deputy Kusiak said the suspect vehicle continued driving recklessly, driving into the 
shoulder of Vermont Avenue and weaving back and forth across lanes. He said as they 
approached Colden Avenue he initiated emergent radio traffic. Refer to Exhibit C, for 
a copy of the radio traffic. 


Deputy Kusiak said the suspect vehicle continued south on Vermont Avenue and turned 
west onto 101* Street. He said the suspect vehicle continued onto 101* Street for 
approximately 100 feet before it turned south into the alley west of Vermont Avenue. 

He said the vehicle continued south in the alley at approximately 25-30 miles per hour, to 
103" Street. 


Deputy Kusiak said the suspect vehicle exited the alley at 103 Street and turned west. 
He said as the suspect vehicle exited the alley the it slowed and the driver's door 
opened. Не said it appeared as though the driver was going to “bail.” He said the 
suspect vehicle once again accelerated and continued west on 103“ Street to Budlong 
Avenue. He said the vehicle was traveling at approximately 35-40 miles per hour on 
103" Street. He said the suspect vehicle turned north onto Budlong Avenue and 
continued to 102" Street. He said the suspect vehicle turned west onto 10274 Street 
and continued west, then suddenly turned north colliding with the north curb and a chain 
link fence adjacent to JB BE Deputy Kusiak said it appeared the driver was 
trying to crash the vehicle when he turned north. 


Deputy Kusiak said once the suspect vehicle stopped on the curb, the driver’ side door 
and rear passenger door on the driver's side opened. He said once the doors opened 
he saw two male blacks, the driver and rear passenger, exit the suspect vehicle and run 
in a southwestern direction across 102" Street. He said as the suspects were running 
he was yelling commands at them to stop, "Let me see your hands. Stop!" 


Deputy Kusiak said as he was ordering the suspects to stop running, the right front 
passenger door of the suspect vehicle opened. 


IAB NOTE: The two males were running southwest and were 


approximately in the middle of 10274 Street when the 
passenger door opened. 
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Deputy Kusiak said once the passenger door opened, he immediately focused on the 
front passenger as he exited the suspect vehicle. He said due to pre-planning and prior 
discussions regarding tactics, he knew his partner was to the south of him and he could 
focus on the passenger. He said when Suspect Beasley exited the vehicle he ran south 
to the rear bumper of the suspect vehicle then west on 102™ Street. He said he did not 
see a weapon when the suspect exited the vehicle. He said Suspect Beasley then ran 
in a northwest direction on the west side of the suspect vehicle toward the north curb. 
He said as he ran northwest he was unable to see Suspect Beasley’s hands, which were 
in front of him as he ran. He said when the suspect approached the north curb he 
pulled out a black semiautomatic handgun and began “blading” his body in his direction. 
He said Suspect Beasley began to raise the gun and fearing for his safety and the safety 
of his partner he fired several rounds at the suspect. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Kusiak was yelling commands to Suspect Beasley to 
stop and show his hands throughout the incident. 


Deputy Kusiak said he fired approximately eight rounds at the suspect who continued to 
run west on the north sidewalk toward the palm tree. He said it appeared the suspect 
was trying to hide behind the palm tree and the Escalade which was parked on the north 
curb line. He said once he determined there was no longer a threat he stopped firing 
and moved to a position of advantage near the suspect vehicle. He said as he 
approached the suspect vehicle he briefly cleared it and took cover near the right front 
wheel, behind the engine block. He said while behind "cover" he completed a tactical 
reload and illuminated the suspect with his weapon mounted light. 


Deputy Kusiak said the suspect was approximately 50-60 feet west of him lying on the 
grassy area between the street and sidewalk. He said as the suspect was lying on the 
ground his head was toward the west and his hands were to his sides. He said Suspect 
Beasley's hands were approximately 5-6 inches off of the ground and his fingertips were 
spread apart. He said at this time he did not see the weapon. Deputy Kusiak said 
Suspect Beasley continuously moved his head as if he was looking to see where Deputy 
Mandoyan or he was. Deputy Kusiak said Suspect Beasley suddenly reached into his 
waistband area, under his body. He said he believed the suspect was possibly arming 
himself and he fired one round at the suspect. He said after he fired the one round the 
suspect immediately raised his hands as he continued to order the suspect to shows his 
hands. 


Deputy Kusiak said assisting units arrived and began to approach from the west. He 
said he continued to illuminate the suspect with his weapon mounted light as he directed 
assisting units to the suspect. He said in order to prevent a crossfire situation he 
moved to the south side of the street and took cover with Deputy Mandoyan until the 
arrest team handcuffed the suspect.

What did the vehicle do after you saw it turn onto Vermont? 


The vehicle proceeded northbound on Vermont Avenue and made its way 
over to No. 2/No. 3 Lane again without signaling and then it went back 
over to the No. 1 Lane. As soon as the vehicle approached 92" St., it 
turned left. 92” St. and Vermont, it kind of T's off which kind of forces you 
to go southbound off of 92". 


So the vehicle turned left into the center median of 92" St. where itwas a 
solid red light and the vehicle rolled right through the solid red light and 
proceeded to travel southbound onto Vermont Avenue, 


So after observing the above-said traffic infractions, | approached. | 
accelerated and tried to get behind the vehicle to conduct a traffic stop. 


And what did you do in order to try and affect this traffic stop? 


| initially tried to catch up to the vehicle. | was some distance between 
myself and the vehicle. As soon as the said Buick made -- was traveling 
southbound on Century, it immediately pulled over to the shoulder lane, 
which is a parking lane, and proceeded to cut cars off and was moving in 
and out of traffic. And, again, the driving patterns of this vehicle was 
consistent with somebody who was possibly under the influence of drugs 
or alcohol. 


Once | approached the vehicle and got near it, approximately one to two 
vehicle car lengths, | initiated my forward-facing red and blue lights and 
my forward spotlights in order to conduct the traffic stop.

When you first saw the vehicle, where, approximately, were you street- 
wise?

| would say probably half a block or so, maybe a little more than half a, 
you know, little more or less half than a block where it was -- it was hardly 
any traffic. So at that time, that was the only vehicle that | was able to 
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observe. As soon as we came off and once he shot across over to No. 1 
Lane, that's what really drew my attention and | focused on the vehicle at 
that time. And then | tried to, you know, | tried to get close to it but he 
proceeded to travel northbound. 

A half a block from what? 

From where | saw him. 

Which was where? 

Northbound on Vermont. 


But what was the cross street? 


The cross street? Well, yes, | think he came off of, like, either 95" or 96", 
one of these side streets, and | was just south of him. 


Oh, okay. 

Yeah. 

So you were -- you were just north of -- 

97". 

-- 97", and he was coming off of 95^ or 96? 

Yes. 

And then he proceeded to 92"? 

Well, approached 92" then he made a U-turn or turned left onto the 


center median of 92" and then made another left-hand and was driving 
southbound on Vermont. 


All right. So when you're going southbound on Vermont and you initiate 
your traffic stop by turning on your overhead lights, your red lights and red 
and blue light, approximately where were you at that time? 


We were near, like | said, we initiated the traffic stop, it was past the liquor 
store so I’m saying like 93%, 94" St. 


And that’s not on the map? 


No, sir. 
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So you initiate the traffic stop around 93%, 94^. Does he slow down or 
stop? 


He accelerates. 

And at that time, you did not have on your siren, correct? 
No, sir. 

When did you, if you remember, turn on the siren? 

As soon as the pursuit was initiated. 

Okay. 


As soon as my partner put out emergent traffic over the air that we were in 
pursuit of a reckless DUI vehicle. 


And do you recall the street? 
It was, | remember it being Colton. 


So you initiate the pursuit at Colton and you’re going southbound on 
Vermont, correct? 


Yes, sir. 

The vehicle accelerates? 

Yes. 

And then what does the vehicle do? 


The vehicle accelerates and proceeds to travel southbound on Vermont 
Avenue towards Century and passes Century. Gets down to 101* St. 
Once it gets down to 1013 St., makes a hard right, which is now 
westbound. Then proceeds westbound and then immediately turns left 
into a north/south alley, that’s just west of Vermont. 


Proceeded into the alley, which is a narrow alley, and it’s moving through 
the alley. It’s just moving through the alley southbound and he’s 
approaching now 102™ St. Once he gets to 102™ St., he doesn’t stop. 
He just continues to accelerate just to the point where he hits the first dip, 
it sparks. And the second dip he hits, the vehicle became airborne and 
shifted to its right to a point where | actually thought they were gonna flip. 
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It was, literally -- I've never seen it before. He -- they hit the first dip, the 
second dip, it was airborne and the car just shifted midair. They were 
either gonna hit the wall, the west wall of the alley, or they were gonna flip. 
Fortunately for them, they landed on their fours and proceeded 
southbound. 


| slowed down. | came to the threshold braking right at the exit of the alley 
make sure there was no cross traffic or pedestrian traffic. Then | 
reaccelerated to catch up to the vehicle. 


Now | was in the alley. The vehicle now was -- went -- went through 10274 
St. and it got to 103% St. As | neared the vehicle, | -- we had our overhead 
spotlights on and -- and our lights and | can -- we can see the -- once we 
got to the edge of 103" St. off of the alley, the driver's side and the rear 
passenger and the front passenger’s doors cracked open and the vehicle 
came to -- it slowed down and the doors popped open. 


At that point, my partner advised on the radio they were possibly gonna 
bail. The vehicle turned right now westbound on 103" St., and | -- and I, 
for about a second or two, maybe a little bit longer, | lost sight of the 
vehicle because | was still behind them because | would stop at every 
mouth of the alley to slow down and then proceed. 


So once we made it on 103" St. off of the alley, | turned westbound. We 
slowed a little bit just to make sure it -- there was no -- they didn't dump 
anybody off or somebody didn’t get out of car and run or they possibly 
ditched the car. We didn’t see any pedestrians or any individuals on the 
street and we saw that the vehicle was now about mid block on 103" St. 
approaching Budlong Avenue. 


We accelerated trying to catch up to the vehicle. The vehicle then 
continued westbound to Budlong Avenue, ran through the stop sign 
northbound, turned right and went northbound on Budlong from 103%, 
approaching 10274 


Once the vehicle reached 10274 it turned left, which is now westbound 
again on 102™ St. And that's the 1100 block right there on Budlong and 
-- Budlong and 102" St. 


They proceeded westbound on Budlong -- I’m sorry, 10274 St. west of 
Budlong, and right about mid -- mid block or so on the 1300 block, the 
vehicle -- during the whole time, their doors kept cracking open and shut, 
cracking open and shut, and he reduced the speed and | guess it was just 
maybe trying to make it easy for them to bail out of the car. 
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At some point on the 1300 block, the vehicle made an abrupt right-hand 
turn and jumped the curb and crashed into a chain-link fence. Once the 
vehicle crashed into the chain-link fence, | immediately stopped my 

vehicle and jumped out of my -- jumped out and | had my firearm drawn. 


Be real quick, Carl. 

Yes, sir. 

Did the vehicle have tinted windows? 

Yes, it did. 

Could you see how many occupants were inside the vehicle? 


Yeah, | was able to see the silhouettes. | was able -- we -- we -- we knew 
that we could see three silhouettes, the driver and the front passenger and 
the rear passenger, and we put that out. It was over the air. And which 
kind of coincided with the fact that the three doors were opening. There 
could have been an additional passenger in the rear but the fact, you 
know, that | was able to see the three silhouettes in the vehicle -- inside 
the vehicle, we identified as three males or three occupants. 


So the vehicle -- the vehicle crashes into a chain-link fence. The -- | exit 
my vehicle and | see that the driver and the rear passenger door open and 
two males exit the driver or passenger. The car is now in the facing in the 
northwestern direction and we are facing west. So the driver and the rear 
passenger exit the vehicle and they run in a southern -- south -- 
southwestern direction literally across from me. 


While at the same time, they both looked at me and made -- | got a really 
good visual on the driver and just focused on him and also the passenger. 
As they ran, they had -- they had large pants and they -- they were -- they 
both -- both individuals had their hands in their waistbands just and kind of 
hunched over. | stood near my door trying to gain cover in case they were 
armed, but | -- | maintained my gun light on them in case they drew their 
firearm. 


| didn't -- | didn't identify any threat at the time as they proceeded to run 
south, towards the south curb line, at the same time ordering them to stop, 
stop, stop. They ignored my orders and they continued to run towards the 
south sidewalk and then they proceeded to run westbound on the south 
sidewalk. Almost simultaneously while still at my door, | saw the front 
passenger exit the front passenger's side door and ran around the vehicle 
to the rear of it and maintained them self on the northern sidewalk. Once 
he reached the northern sidewalk, he proceeded to run westbound.

At the same time, | saw -- | was able to see my partner in my peripheral 
vision who was still at the passenger’s side door of our vehicle, and we 
stayed parallel to each other our entire time. 


| heard my partner ordering him, “Stop, stop,” you know, “Let me see your 
hands.” Once | saw the male suspect running westbound on the north 
sidewalk, as he neared a large palm tree -- and | remember this palm tree 
because there was a Cadillac Escalade adjacent to it. | saw the male start 
blading his body to his right almost more than 180 degrees, and | saw his 
right arm come up and his arm came up, | was able to identify that he had 
a firearm in his hand. 


And maintaining my peripheral vision my partner knowing that he was 
parallel to me, | immediately identified the fact that he was pointing the 
firearm in my partner's direction. Once | identified the threat, | engaged 
him twice as he was still running. It ended up being three times but | 
thought, that night, | thought | fired twice. | engaged him twice | shot and 
almost simultaneously that | squeezed the trigger, my partner right about a 
second or half a second prior to me, also engaged the suspect with 
multiple fire -- multiple rounds. 


The suspect proceeded to run westbound. At that point, seeing the two 
other suspects running out of view, | continued to go southbound while still 
maintaining parallel and keeping my partner in my peripheral vision. | 
went southbound trying to take cover behind a tree and for one making 
sure that | can have observation on the sidewalk to see where the two 
male suspects were and also to get an angle where | can see the suspect 
that ran because there were parked cars. The suspect on the north curb 
line that to see where he was once he ran. 


Once | took -- made position behind the tree, | was able to get a 
northwesterly clear view of that direction where | can see the suspect that 
just was armed that we fired on, ran about maybe 20 yards or so and he 
gradually laid on the grassy patch on the sidewalk. As he laid on the 
grassy patch on the sidewalk, | illuminated him with my gun light and then 
kept ordering him, “Let me see your hands. Let me see your hands.” 


At the same time while he laid down, he maintained his hands underneath 
his waist. As | was ordering him to let me see your hands, | could also 
hear my partner giving commands. Then | heard my partner fire one 
round. Once my -- once the round was fired, | could see the suspect’s 
hands come out underneath his waist and as soon as he came out, | saw 
him discard an object and | can hear it, kind of like a grinding noise. 


Later -- later, it was determined to be the firearm because it was kind of 
dark and | had my gun light on him -- 
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And can you describe the grinding noise a little better? 


It’s like metal -- metal and concrete type of thing like “kkrrrrrr.” And at that 
point, | -- my partner, once we fired, my partner put out 998. Just said 998 
on the radio. And once | saw the suspect go down, | took over the radio 
traffic and | advised that we were involved in a shooting and that we had 
one suspect down, and | immediately asked for paramedics to stage on 
Budlong. 


And there was some radio -- radio chaos where | was put out -- putting out 
the description of the suspects and | was trying to set up an arrest team to 
come in from one direction with a supervisor, and -- but units were just so, 
you know? Units were stepping on each other, they were fighting over 
trying to set up a containment. 

That -- that information was stepped on but | remember putting that 
information out specifically saying okay, yeah, | have two males, you 
know, that ran westbound. And | put their physical description, their 
clothing description, and | -- lm on the radio saying, hey, we're gonna 
need a Sam unit. We need an arrest team to come in from the west. We 
need to set up and we have one 417 suspect. 


And I'm putting all this out and, apparently, after listening to radio traffic, 
none of it went out. 


So the arrest team was to take the -- 

Suspect. 

-- suspect that was shot into custody; is that correct? 
Yes, sir. Yes, sir. 


Now when the -- when the driver and you said the rear passenger got out 
of the vehicle, the rear passenger, what door did he come out of? 


From the -- the driver's side, rear passenger's side area. 
Okay. 


I’m gonna go back just a little bit, okay? When you're driving and you're 
going westbound 101* from Vermont -- 


Yes, sir. 


-- approximately what speeds are you guys doing? 
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Well, | slowed because the alleys really not that far off of west of Vermont. 
| would say probably 20 yards maybe and it's a -- you almost immediately 
turn right on -- on 101* pass the building and then the alley is literally 
behind that building. So I, no more than 30 miles, 25, 30 miles an hour if 
that. 


And once you got into the alley, what was the speeds? 


We were about, Га say 30 to 35 miles an hour. It was a bumpy alley. It 
was a lot of dust. And so | didn’t want to go too fast because | didn’t want 
to hit anything because | knew they were -- they were accelerating, they 
were out of control and | just, basically, just waited for them to crash, that’s 
how fast they were driving. | maintained a speed where | could still have 
visual and be close enough and it was still safe for me. 


Approximately, how fast was he going? 


If | were to guess, I'm not a traffic expert, he was probably closer to 50 
miles an hour, 45, 50 miles an hour. In a narrow bumpy alley, that’s fast. 


Going -- when he got to 103” St., and you started going westbound and 
you lost a little bit of sight of him, approximately, how fast do you think he 
was going on 103? 


He started to slow. | would say probably 45, 45 miles an hour before he -- 
right around 40, 45 miles an hour. He's still -- he’s still moving. It was 
intermittent. When the doors would pop open, he would slow down and 
then they -- once the doors would shut, they would accelerate. It was -- it 
was like little bursts of speed and they were just trying to decide what they 
were going to do. 


And when you got on to 103" St., approximately, what were your speeds? 


Thirty-five, 35, maybe just under 40 miles an hour if that. Just | was -- | 
was -- | maintained at least like three to four car lengths behind them. 


So then the maximum speed or the highest speed that you had during this 
whole pursuit was probably 40 miles an hour? 


Yeah. 
And the suspect was approximately 50 miles an hour? 
At Vermont. Yeah, Vermont, | think he probably went a little over that 


once -- when we initially got on him, but then once he started hitting the 
side streets and the alleys, he definitely lowered his speed too. 
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At any time that you were dealing with him engaged in this pursuit, did you 
ever think about canceling the pursuit? 


No, because the speeds were -- the speeds weren't -- the speeds weren't 
over the top, and traffic conditions were very light and the road conditions 
were dry. Yeah, so and | was -- | felt like | was in control and there -- 
there -- once he started to slow down -- like | said, the only time he 
accelerated was on the straight away and there was hardly any street, 
like, very light traffic on Vermont, didn’t really pose any dangers. And 
schools -- it was late at night so schools are out and there was hardly any 
pedestrian traffic in the street if any at all. 


At any time did anybody tell to you 10-22 your pursuit? 
No, sir. 
Do you know about how -- how long the pursuit lasted? 


Felt like forever, but I’m sure it wasn’t so probably maybe a minute or two, 
if that. 


Were you surprised it was like a minute and a half? 


Yeah, | wouldn't be surprised. | -- | -- yeah. Like | said, I’ve been in 
pursuits where I'm like that's all it was, 30 seconds? | thought it was, like, 
at least five to ten minutes. But, you know, it’s also interesting when | was 
looking back, the amount of ground that we covered in a minute, you 
know, fell back, I'm like, wow, we actually -- we went all the way from here 
to there and, yeah. It’s like | said, it just seemed -- it just seemed like a 
long time. It usually always does but. 


So this wasn’t your first pursuit you've been in? 
No, sir. 
Kevin, you have anything else? 


І ао. When you first saw the Buick, you said that you were about a half 
block away? 


Yes. 
Every street and block kind of has a different distance. So if you were to 


put that into feet or yards, what do you think the distance was when you 
first saw the vehicle? 
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Thirty yards, 35 yards, ballpark. 
And then -- 
And then maybe more or less. 


How far did you follow the vehicle in distance before you initiated the 
traffic stop, before you actually lit it up? 


How far did | follow him? Once he turned on -- once he turned off of 9254 
St. and, you know, and then turned off -- went southbound on Vermont off 
to 92" St., | was already about a -- about one or two car lengths behind 
him because when he turned kind of slow a little bit and rolled to the right, 
| was about two -- yeah, about two car lengths behind him and then | saw 
him cut across the shoulder lane and proceed. So | would say maybe, 
like, three blocks, like -- like two to three blocks. 

If you were to put that into distance? 

Like, measurement-wise, | -- 

Half a mile? Mile? | mean -- 

No. 

-- if you can kind of judge that kind of distance? 


No, it wasn't a half a mile. It was about less than a quarter -- | mean, less 
than a quarter mile. 


So from the time that you saw the vehicle and then the time you initiated 
the lights and -- the lights, at least, at that point, it was about a quarter 
mile? 

Something like that, yeah. 

And that would be from 92" St. to, approximately, what street? 
Probably to Colton, yeah. 

And then at Colton is when you -- 


Right. 


-- turned on the overhead lights and siren? 
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Right. 


And when it was going back and forth between lanes, were there any 
vehicles there? Was it weaving in and out of traffic or was it -- 


Yes, it was. There was -- there was traffic. There was moderate traffic at 
that time. It wasn’t -- it wasn’t dense but he used the shoulder lane to cut 
across the -- cut cars off and proceed southbound and he'd kind of -- there 
was some traffic cause Vermont's like a main street, but it wasn't dense. 

In fact, it was late at night and traffic had died down. 


Due you to those lane changes, did it appear that the -- the driving that the 
driver and the vehicle was doing was just reckless? | mean, was it coming 
close to crashing into other vehicles? Or -- 


He wasn't -- 
-- other things on the street? 


-- he wasn't coming close to crashing to other vehicles, but his driving 
pattern was consistent with somebody who be under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol. We thought it was a drunk driver. 


| think you clarified. | was listening to the audio of the pursuit, and | think 
you clarified for me one portion of it where it says you went down 
westbound 101* -- 


It's southbound 1015 
-- then you went to the alley, but the alley wasn’t mentioned in -- in the -- 
Right, we were stepped on, like -- 


Right, SCC was getting on and that was the only question | was gonna 
have is you went westbound on 101*, and then next thing | know you were 
going westbound 1034 So | was just gonna kind of find out how you guys 
got to 103" but you clarified that for me. 


Unless there's something else you want to listen to the audio, we can. If 
not, I’m okay with it. You want to listen to it, | think that, like | said, that 
listening to it you can hear it and it goes, "We're westbound 101* from 
Vermont,” and then | hear, "We're westbound 103%” So -- 


He said southbound 101°, | remember him saying southbound 1015 and 
then he was getting stepped on and then it's like the whole world was -- 
the guys were in briefing at that time so the entire station was rolling. 
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So then that -- that clarifies it for me that | know now why you were going 
southbound 1015 and 1013 is an east -- or an east/west street. So you 
went southbound through the alley from 101% and then 103% you went 
westbound on 1035 


Yes, sir. 


So | don’t need to play that if you don’t want to hear it. | think that clarified 
it for me. 


That's fine. 
Okay? Kevin, anything else? 


When you went to the tree and got cover behind the tree, could you still 
see your partner? 


Yes, sir. 
And about how far were you from him? 


Sidewalk to sidewalk. So | was on the sidewalk and he was on the -- | 
don't know how -- what the measurements were. He was on close to the 
passenger's side door of our patrol vehicle. We're a little -- we're parallel 
to each other the entire time, and | maintained him in my peripheral vision. 


| kept glancing over to making sure where he was at but -- and so when it 
-- once the suspect -- once we engaged the suspect and he continued 
running westbound, that's when | went -- | went a little further south on the 
-- while still maintaining my peripheral vision. My partner and still saying 
parallel to him and so | could get a better -- because | knew he was armed 
and | knew we engaged him and | want to get a better visual of him as he 
proceeded. 


Because there were some parked cars, and | lost sight of him for a second 
once he continued westbound. So | went further south to cut up behind 
the tree and maintained my visual on him while at the same time kind of 
glancing over because | see those two other suspects that were. 


Because there was recent -- that week, there was an incident and it talks 
about the suspect kind of baiting cops. And about a week prior, we 
stopped a car and the male jumped out of the car, ran. He was armed. 
He hopped over a fence and as he ran, he was firing rounds just to keep 
us hunkered down. That was a tactic that they did, you know, at that time 
it was like a common thing where just to keep us hunkered down not 
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chasing them. They would either point the gun at you or fire at you or fire 
at as they ran. 


Because you can -- we can literally track the suspect as he ran to the 
fence as he -- as he was firing rounds. 


This is the previous incident you're talking? 
Previous incicident. About a week prior. 
Right. 


So once we start thinking like, you know, the guy last week kind of pulled 
the same thing and whatnot and so. 


When -- when you guys stopped your vehicle you stopped, where was the 
vehicle stopped?

Ours -- ours was in the street. 

Middle of the street? 

Yes, sir. 

And their vehicle was? 

Northwesterly position on the sidewalk. 
Up against the sidewalk and the fence. 
The chain-link fence. 


Did your partner ever walk toward the suspect vehicle, if you can 
remember 


There was, you know, when | was -- when | kind of moved up to the tree 
after my partner engaged, again, he moved up a little bit to where the 
suspect’s vehicle was just so you can get a better view, and | saw him. 
We were literally -- we were still parallel at the time, and | saw him kind of 
move up and -- and kneel down behind the suspect's, the passenger's 
side of the suspect’s vehicle. But our car really wasn’t that far from the 
suspect's vehicle. 
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When you heard that one shot from your partner's weapon, where was 
your partner or do you know where your partner was when -- 


Parallel. Parallel to me. 

Was he closer to the suspect vehicle or was he still at the radio car? 
That’s a good question. | didn’t -- 

If you know, | don’t want you guessing. 


Yeah, | don't. | don't know. I’m not gonna guess. | don't remember 
where that was because | had my focus on the suspect at the time. 


Just to wrap things up. Did you take the suspect that was shot into 
custody? 


No, sir. Once the -- once the units started coming in from the west, | 
redirected them to -- well, we initially, once the units came in, myself, my 
partner to prevent a crossfire situation, we went on the south curb line and 
as units were coming from the west. And as they came up, we pointed 
north assuming that's where the suspect was. All the units approached 
them from the west. We came around and said the deputies contacted 
him and took him into custody. 


| immediately recovered the firearm -- well, not recovered it. | saw the 
firearm was parallel to the suspect where he was laying. It was in the 
middle of the street. And | had -- | had -- | believe it was Deputy Ortiz. | 
told him. | said, "Hey, that's the gun. Stand on top of it and make sure 
you don't go anywhere.” So | assigned the deputy to stand over the 
firearm. 


So if lm clear, you and your partner maintained cover on the suspect and 
then you had other people come in and make it -- make his arrest? 


Yes. Yes. | 


Did anyone clear the vehicle before they went past it? Or do you know if 
your partner did when he walked -- 


He was on it. He was on it, yeah, he was on it. So I’m assuming during 
the whole thing he was, like, he would -- we never passed the vehicle. 


How about the other two suspects? 
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Mandoyan: 


The other two suspects were outstanding. SEB rolled out, canine rolled 
out. The -- it turned out to be, like, they were, like, in the -- there was a lot 
"friendlies" in the area so they end up finding, you know, finding a place to 
hunker down. They were -- they were located that night on the side of -- 
had information. We identified them. | picked them out of a six-pack the 
following day. 


And so one of them is still out -- actually, one of them is still outstanding. 
The other one, | believe, may be in custody on an unrelated crime. And 
then just | don’t know if you guys are aware, our suspect took nine years 
so about a month ago. 


That's very good. One more question. When the suspect's on the ground 
and you hear the metal grinding and did you actually see a gun coming 
from him? 


Yeah, | saw him. | saw an object in his hand that was a -- yeah, | saw him 
discard his object and | didn't, like, | didn't “see-see” if, but | saw him 
discard an object and once it was discarded, | heard the noise, the 
grinding noise. And as we approached right -- right where | saw the 
termination of the object, that’s where the firearm was. 


Anything else? All right. | don’t have anything else. Leslie, you have 
anything? 


No. 


All right, Deputy Mandoyan, | don't have anything further. Is there 
anything that you want to discuss with your attorney before we end the 
interview? If not, is there anything that you might want to add that might 
help in completing this investigation? 


Yeah, the reason why | engaged him, you know, as the fear that went 
through me is that my partner is a tall kid and he had cover behind the 
door and once the -- it just -- it was one of those weird things like you read 
stories and kind of talk about the officers that get in a shooting and how 
things just kind of flash. 


One of the first things that came into my mind was as soon as he turned 
his firearm toward my partner, my partner's a tall kid. He's like 6'1", 62". 
And I'm like he's standing way over the door and even if he tried to duck 
down, he's gonna get hit. He's a young kid and he had a wedding coming 
up. And like you used to always hear about, like, deputies that get, you 
know, shot or hurt or killed are ones that either had a child, are gonna get 
married, whatnot. 
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So all those things kind of popped in my head, like, within a split second 
once | saw him turn the firearm towards my partner. So, yeah, that’s why | 
engaged him on top of that, the fact that he had the firearm in his 
direction. 


Ladjevic: So you engaged him. You fired your weapon at him fearing that this guy 
was gonna kill your partner? 


Mandoyan: He was gonna kill my partner, yeah. And that my partner is a tall kid and 
that door wasn't gone provide any cover. He's actually -- you'll see him. 
He’s a handsome kid but he’s kind of tall. 


Ladjevic: Very good. | don’t have anything else. Kevin, you have? All right. We're 
gonna go head -- we'll go ahead and go off tape. It is 1133 hours.

This is Sergeant Jeff Cochran, Sheriffs Homicide. I’m with my partner, 
Troy Ewing. It is the June 2274 2013, and it is at 220 hours, Saturday 
morning.

And we'll get underway here. Can you, first thing, tell us how long you 
been a deputy sheriff? 


Total with reserve time, 13 years. 
Thirteen years. 

Work time, six years. 

And -- 

l've been a training officer for four. 
Four years? 

Yes, sir. 


Can you -- did you attend a sheriff's academy? 
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| -- по, | did not. | attended ЕЕЕ and HJ. | was a reserve 
first. 

And then do you have any prior law enforcement experience before being 
a reserve? 


No, sir. 

No? Okay. And if you would, just kind of give us a rundown of your 
history on the department, your units of assignment and how you ended 
up working at your -- where you're working now. 

Okay. 

Okay? 

Starting, | was a reserve for six years from 2000 to 2006, assigned to 
Lennox Station. | became full time deputy sheriff October of 2006, at 
which point, | was assigned to Inmate Reception Center in the custody 
facility. | then went to -- that was from October of '06 until February of 
"07. Atwhich point, | was assigned to West Hollywood Station, where | 
was assigned there from 2007 to 2013 of February, six years. During that 
time, | was a training officer for three years. | was on loan to Major 
Crimes, for one year, and | was also on the 
Special Problems Unit for approximately two years. 

And then at -- and at February of 2013, | was assigned at South Los 
Angeles Station where | was a training officer for three months prior to 
being placed on the Summer Enforcement Team that I’m currently on. 
And that's your current assignment -- 

Yes, sir. 


-- to -- you're, right now, you're wearing a Sheriff's Department uniform. 
You're on duty, Deputy Sheriff; is this accurate? 


Yes, sir. 

You're working a -- what's your assignment? 

It’s a Summer Enforcement Crime Suppression Team. 
If you will, tell me when you started your shift. 


We started at 1600 hours. 
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And that goes to? 

That goes until 0200 hours. 

All right. And when did you last work prior to this shift? 
Last night. 

What hours were those? 

1600 to zero two. 

Is that the same -- the same -- 

Same assignment -- 

-- assignment? 

-- yes, Sir. 


And can you describe this summer enforcement detail? What's that 
entail? 


It’s a no-call crime suppression vehicle. Basically, we focus on the quality 
of life issues pertaining to the County in the unincorporated area of Los 
Angeles and extending from Lennox to the Vermont district and Athens, 
that’s covered by South LA Station. 

What would be considered “quality of life’? 

Quality of life issues such as drugs, you know? Suppressing drug activity, 
drug sales, prevent, you know, being proactive in preventing, you know, 
gang violence and shootings and just being proactively present in the 
community. 

And | see you’re wearing a uniform, your uniform. 

Yes, sir. 


If you will, just state for the record, what -- what are you wearing? 


| am wearing long-sleeve Class A department-authorized uniform, tan -- 
tan shift with sheriffs patches and green pants. 


And if you'll describe also your -- the equipment you're wearing? 
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Okay. | am wearing a microphone attached to my lapel. | also have a gun 
belt that's authorized by my department, which consists of a firearm, 
handcuffs, pepper spray, additional magazines, and keys. 

And you're wearing a vest? 

I’m wearing a body armor, yes, sir, underneath my uniform. 

And the firearm you're carrying, is that department-issued? 

It’s my own, sir. 

And what is it? 

Its a HK USP 45 caliber semiautomatic handgun. 

Do you have a backup weapon as well? 

Yes, sir. 

What do you have? 

| have a two-inch Smith & Wesson 640 revolver. 

Toward the end of the interview, we'll, basically, end it with that stuff. 
Yes, sir. 

So we'll come back to that. 

Now part of your uniform duties, you're in a patrol car? 

Yes, sir. 

Marked black and white patrol car? 

Yes, sir. 

And do you have a partner assigned to you? 

Yes, sir. 

And who is that? 


It’s Deputy Kusiak. 
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And were you the driver or passenger deputy in -- 
| was the driver. 


And in the patrol car, it's just a regular -- regular, if you will, just briefly 
describe the patrol car. 


It's a black and white patrol vehicle with Sheriff s Department logos on it

Now, if you will, what Га like you to do in your -- to the best of your 
recollection, just tell us kind of start -- start the -- your duties today, what 
you did during your duty. If you had any -- any traffic stops or any 
activities that led to this prior to this event? 


Prior to this? 


Go ahead and as detailed as possible, explain what happened in this 
event that we're investigating. 


Right. Prior to this event, we were traveling northbound on Vermont 
Avenue and approximately half a block ahead of me northbound, | saw a, 
like, gold or silver-colored vehicle, appeared to be a Buick, in the No. 3 
Lane going northbound on Vermont Avenue. 

l'm sorry. And what cross street? Do you know? 


You know, | want to say like 95%, 90 -- right around, like, 95", 96". 
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| saw the vehicle in the No.1 Lane and from a distance as | observed the 
vehicle, | saw the vehicle cut across the No. 3 Lane across to the No. 1 
Lane without signaling, just went across the lanes as he was approaching 
92" St. 


As the vehicle approached 9274 St., it turned into the center divider where 
the -- it separates the north and south that allows you to cut across either 
direction.

What was the distance between the patrol car and this vehicle when you -- 
As we attempt to conduct the traffic stop? 

Yes. 

| would say approximately two to three car lengths, maybe a little more. 
Could you tell how many occupants were in the car? 

When we illuminated the vehicle, it had tinted windows. | was able to see 
silhouettes of approximately three -- three -- three occupants, which is the 
driver, passenger, and | was able to see a silhouette of an individual in the 
back seat, in the back passenger's seat. 

What happens next? 

At which point, at that point after once we illuminate the vehicle, the 
vehicle accelerates and fails the -- fails to obey our attempt to make a 
traffic stop. 

When it accelerates, do you know what speed it got up to? 

We were, at one point, I’m guessing approximately 55, 60 miles an hour 
and that was the speed because he pulled away from me pretty fast. And 
once we determined that the vehicle was not gonna yield, that’s when my 


partner initiated a pursuit over the radio. 


Did you run, prior to -- to this, was there any activity with running plates or 
anything?

| was -- like, we were -- we were parallel. | took a position. | went further 
south. | was by the tree. There’s another tree there. 


You moved to your south? South of your patrol car? 

Yes, sir. 

So you were on the south side of the street? 

Yes. At this point, that way | can get a -- because there was a car. 
There's a Cadillac, there was a few parked cars and | put myself in a 
position where, one, | have cover. And, two, | was able to maintain 
observation on the suspect that | know was looking in the northwestern 
direction. 

Did you take cover behind something? 


There was a tree there, yeah. There's a tree and there's a parked car. 


So the tree is on the -- would it be the median between the curb and the 
sidewalk on the south side of the street? 


Yes, sir. The -- yes. It's on the -- it’s like on the -- it’s like, yeah. It's like 
closer to the curb on the south side of the street. 


And you -- at that point, you think you're still parallel with your -- 
Oh, | know | was. 

-- partner? 

Yeah, | know | was. 

Okay. 


Because | kept -- before | put out the radio traffic what had happened, | 
looked over and made sure where he was at. 


And so you see him go down onto the suspect? 
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Right. The suspect start -- right. 

What -- what happened after that? 

Once the suspect went laid on the grass, he and his units started -- shortly 
after units started responding and | wanted to make -- | -- | looked down 
west on Normandy trying to -- | mean, towards Normandy see if | can see 
-- have visual on the two other suspects that fled. 

At that point, we -- 

Do you see the two other suspects? 

No, | didn’t see them, sir. 

Okay. 

At that point, my partner and | approached -- approached westbound 
towards the suspect. He was by -- he was behind the parked vehicle and | 


was -- and | was kind of going by parked vehicles on the south side of the 
street. 


So you -- 
Assisting units arrived and we directed them towards where the suspect 
was laying -- laying -- laid down and -- and we came around and the 


assisting units secured the suspect and handcuffed him. And then they 
also secured the firearm that was adjacent to him. 


So your partner joined you on the south side of the street or -- 

Yeah, we -- We -- we -- 

-- (inaudible)? 

-- yeah, because we came around. Our assisting units were facing east. 
They came in from the east and to prevent any crossfires, we -- my 
partner came up. Came southbound towards me and we walked in a 


northwestern direction towards our assisting units. 


And how far -- how close did you get to the suspect before he was 
handcuffed? 


He was already secured whenever | was probably -- | was approximately 
ten feet, eight to ten feet, 
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Do you know where the fire -- the firearm? 


The firearm was -- it was -- it was a -- it was in the street approximately, | 
would say, eight feet into the street directly adjacent to him. 


Do you know how that firearm got to where -- where it is in the street? 
Yes. The suspect discarded it. 

Okay. 

When my partner was ordering him. | had visual on him at that time. 


Was your partner with you on the south side of the street or was he still on 
the north side parallel to you when that happened? 


He was still north side parallel. He was ordering the suspect to show his 
hands, show his hands, and | had -- and l took a -- | went southbound on 
the sidewalk and | maintained visual. 


And then what -- can you describe how or what the suspect did with the 
firearm? 


| just saw his arm extend out and | heard the firearm, like, hit the ground 
and as we were -- and right in that area, we illuminated him and the 
firearm was there adjacent to him. 


Which -- which arm, if you remember? 


|, you know, he was laying on his stomach. It was -- | -- | remember it was 
his left -- left hand. It was his left arm. 


And you heard it impact the ground? 

Yes, sir. 

And then when you approached, did you see it or did you see -- 
Yes, sir. 

-- see it after -- 

| directed the field, “That's our suspect. That's our suspect,” as | 


approached, | saw the firearm that was right there and | had deputies 
secure the firearm, stay with it. 
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Do you know who the deputies were that arrived on -- 
Oh, there were -- 

-- scene? 

-- so many. There was -- there were many of them. 
Who handcuffed him? Do you know that? 


| don’t remember, sir. | think my partner might have -- might have been. | 
think my partner was with them, so, yeah. 


And did your -- at what point is there a request for 902R or emergency? 


Immediately, as soon as | saw the -- | saw the suspect lay on the grass, | 
assumed he was hit. At that point, almost immediately after my partner 
put out the radio traffic that we had -- involved in a 998. Then he was still 
ordering the suspect. At that point when | got observation on the suspect 
that he got on the grass, | assumed he was hit. | advised SCC that we 
had one suspect that was down, requested 902R to stage on Budlong, 
and l was still advising that all deputies were fine and accounted for. 


Can -- can you describe the other two occupants at all that fled from the 
car, the driver and the passenger? 


Yeah, they were -- they were both male blacks in their early 20’s, about 20 
to 22, in that range. One was wearing a black sweatshirt with beige or 
light-color. 

The driver or the passenger? 

That was the driver. And then -- 

I’m sorry, what was it black? 

Black, like, dark sweatshirt and, like, beige -- beige pants. And then the 
rear passenger had, like, a reddish type of sweatshirt and, like, dark-color 


pants. 


And the -- the -- the suspect who was shot, do you remember what he was 
wearing? 


No, looking back, no, sir. | just -- 


Do you have anything? 
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| remember -- | remember reddish, like, he had some, like, reddish stuff. 
Is it correct to say you were shooting kind of in a slight northwest -- 
Yes, sir. 

-- direction? 

You ever been in any prior shootings? 

No, sir. 


First time. Do you -- could you tell us anything about the neighborhood 
this occurred in? 


This -- this neighborhood at 102" St., it’s known for -- it's a territory that's 
occupied by a gang called "Ten Deuce,” 102" St., you know? And it's a 
predominantly black gang. That specific area is also known for high drug 
trafficking area or drug sales. | know there's a residence further up by 
Normandy. There's a suspect that goes by the name of “Snow’ that's 
supposed to be a drug dealer that's part of this "Ten Deuce" gang. But it's 
a high, high-crime area. 


So you -- you, pretty much, lose sight of the driver and the passenger, rear 
passenger right away? 


Once they made it. Once they made it on the southern sidewalk cause 
they exited the vehicle and pretty much ran across from me on the driver 
-- on my driver's side door. Once they made it on the sidewalk and ran 


westbound, | lost sight of them because the parked cars and there's some 
trees. 


Along the north? 

Along the north. 

North side? 

Right. 

Of the (inaudible). 

At that point, I, you know, my peripheral vision, | saw, you know? | saw, 
simultaneously, | saw the front passenger exit the vehicle and run around 


the vehicle, and | focused my direction on him whereas he was running on 
the northwesterly direction towards the north sidewalk. 
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At the -- at the moment when you're shooting, when -- can you describe -- 
describe the -- what you’re experiencing when -- 


|= 
-- before you pull the trigger? 


-- | -- when -- | couldn't -- it was disbelief and it was fear that | just felt like 
my partner’s a tall guy and as he was standing near the door of our 
vehicle and as this -- when | saw the suspect turn to his right and point the 
weapon in the direction of my partner, my -- my first thought was, like, you 
know? There’s a good chance Shawn may get hit because he’s a taller 
kid. He's a big kid and that was my concern that my partner was gonna 
get hit because of his height and size and where -- you know, he’s a big 
guy. It’s hard to kind of take cover behind a door. 


At that point, | start squeezing the trigger to engage the suspect. 

You fired how many times? 

| fired two rounds and the suspect's still running, | fired two rounds. As | 
was squeezing the trigger, my partner engaged him almost about a split 
second or so, maybe, you know -- 

Before or after? 

-- right before -- before me. 

Okay. 

He engaged him and | fired two shots. He continued westbound. | lost 
sight of him and | -- and | reassessed and | tried to take a position further 


wide maintaining a parallel distance between me and my partner so | can 
gain observation on the suspect. 


And is there anymore -- after that, did you hear or see your partner at all 
fire his -- his firearm? 


One -- one other time after that, like, | heard my partner giving orders to 
“Drop the gun, drop the gun. Let me see your hands. Drop the gun. Let 
me see your hands.” And then | heard one other shot. 


Did -- when that occurred, did you have a visual on the suspect? 


Not at that point. | was on my way over south to gain cover and --

You have anything? 


A few things. Did you see anybody else on the street other than the three 
suspects? 


No, sir. 

You remember what time this was? 

Approximately 9:30. 

| don't think | have anything else. 

Do you have anything? 

No. 

Just what we'll do now is we're gonna, basically, have you -- have you -- 
ІЛІ explain to you first. What -- what happens and this is routine, we'll take 
possession of the firearm used and in doing that, we'll have you, basically, 
remove it, describe everything that what you are doing. We'll -- we'll have 
you remove a magazine, remove any live ammunition, then we'll -- we'll 
document the live rounds that you have on you.

On my front right, | have a department- 
issued pepper spray. To the right of my pepper spray, | have a key 


holder. To the right of my key holder, | have my holster, safariland holster. 


And there’s a little retention holster that secures my firearm, which is a 
45caliber USP semiautomatic handgun. To the right of my firearm, | have 
a handcuff case and to the right of my handcuff case, | have another 
handcuff case. To the right of my second handcuff case and the small of 
my back, | have a Bianchi radio holder that is holding -- that’s containing a 
department-issue Motorola 480 radio. 

Can you give -- is there a number assigned to that? Can you give -- 


Yes. My radio number is 29979, that’s the radio that | utilize to put out the 
emergent traffic. 


Okay. 

To the right of my radio holder, | have a dual magazine pouch that 
contains two 12-round magazines, 45 caliber round, live ammo, that’s 
Fitline 45 caliber USP handgun. 

During this incident, did you exchange --

Both my magazines should be full to capacity with 12 rounds.

With one in the chambers 13. Should be 13.

Okay. 

Live ammo, live rounds in my weapon. 


If -- if you will, go head and remove your firearm. Just describe what 
you're doing, but what I’m gonna want you to do is render -- render it safe. 


Okay, sir. 

And -- 

My firearm is in the safe position with the safety lever up in the up position. 
I’m going to remove the magazine, which is -- which has a lever to the left 


of my weapon, and a drop-down. | push down on it and | release my 
magazine. 


Okay. 
| have one, | believe | have one live round in the chamber, which I’m going 


to secure my weapon and with the slide position it's rear and lock it. As | 
remove the live imagine -- live round that's in my weapon. My weapon is 
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now, the lock -- the slide is locked to the rear and I’ve ejected a live round 
from the chamber of my firearm. 


Now, if you will, describe the make and model of your firearm. 

My firearm is a black HK USP 45 automatic handgun. 

Serial number? 

Serial number's gonna be 25-058487. 

And it has a -- it has the tactical light on it? 

Yes, it has the -- it has a Surefire X300 tactical light attached with a 
remote switch that’s attached to the grip of my firearm that is illuminated 
as | squeeze the grip of my firearm. 

And you actually utilize that when you -- 

| utilize it. | train with my firearm with this exact light configuration. 
It’s a Surefire. Is there a model number? 

X300. 

X300 

Yes, sir. | believe it’s 200 lumens. 

Got it. 

Do you have a recorder? 


It's not a recorder, sir. It's a -- it’s a transmitter that -- it’s a receiver and 
we have a transmitter here. 


And, all right. Could you tell what’s in your magazine -- well, what | want 
you to do is the live round, just give me head stamp on it? 


The head stamp, it’s a Winchester 45 auto Plus P. It’s a departmental- 
issue 45-round magazine. 


Now, if you will go ahead and just count out loud, remove the live

Now go ahead and remove your -- your backup. Where do you keep that? 
| keep that in my rear left pocket. 

And do you have flashlight as well? 


Not attached to my backup, sir, no. 


Or that you keep on you or that you had on you? 
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| had a flashlight, yes, in my sap pocket. My left sap pocket. 
And that’s one of the smaller -- 

Yes, sir. It’s a Surefire E2D defender. 

Did you use that to -- 

No, sir. 

-- illuminate -- illuminate -- 


No, | used my -- | used my weapon light. 


You used the weapon light, okay. And you have a -- it’s a stainless steel 
5 shot? 


It's a Smith & Wesson 640, five-shot. 


And if you would, just see it's loaded with five live rounds. What I'll do, 
hopefully -- do you know the serial number offhand? 


Not by heart. 


It looks like it's CFV, as in Victor, 3398. If you could read the slide too 
because my -- lm getting old and my eyes are -- 


CFY3398. 

Can you get that? 

It’s like (inaudible) around, sir?

We're on the record. Today is August 27, 2014. It is approximately 1145 
hours. I’m Sergeant David Ladjevic and this is my partner, Sergeant 
Kevin Pearcy, the Internal Affairs Bureau, which is commanded by 
Captain Alicia Ault. We are at Internal Affairs Bureau with Deputy Sean 
Kusiak, who is assigned to South Los Angeles Station, and we're gonna 
be speaking with Deputy Kusiak regarding Case No. SH2336689. 


Before we go on, | need everyone present to state their name and spell 
their last name. Again, I'm Sergeant David Ladjevic, L-a-d-j-e-v-i-c. 


Sergeant Kevin Pearcy, P-e-a-r-c-y. 

Deputy Sean Kusiak, K-u-s-i-a-k. 

Leslie Wilcox, W-i-I-c-o-x, with Green and Shinee. 
Sean, is it okay to call you Sean? 

Yes, sir. 


Sean, prior to going on record, | gave you an admonition form for shooting 
and force. 


Did you have a chance to review the form? 
Yes. 


Do you have any questions regarding the form or your responsibilities 
during this interview? 


No. 
And did you check the questions, “Do you have a Policy and Ethics 
chapter of the manual of Policy and Procedures,” and, “Are you familiar 


with its contents”? 


Yes. 
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And you marked those “yes”? 

Yes. 

And you initialed them with your initials? 

Yes. 

And, however, you did not sign the form, correct? 

That's correct. 

There was an incident in the past where a Sheriff s Department employee 
was deemed to have waived his rights to a Civil Service hearing by 
signing the Administrative Rights form. And while Deputy Kusiak does not 
intend to waive any of those rights today, he does understand that he's 
being ordered to participate in this interview and he will cooperate and 
give a truthful statement. 

Sean, how long have you been a member of the Sheriff's Department? 
About nine years, sir. 

And what is your current rank and assignment? 

I’m a deputy sheriff assigned to South LA Sheriff's Station. 

And what units have you been assigned to while a member of the Sheriff's 
Department? And if you want to start with the academy and work your 
way up. 

| was a custody assistant academy 2005. From there, | went to Mira 
Loma Detention Center. And then | went to the sheriff s academy, and 
approximately a year and a half after that, 2006, after sheriff's academy, | 
was transferred to PDC East Facility where | worked for approximately two 
years. After that, | worked at North County Correctional Facility for 
approximately three years before transferring to patrol in South LA 
Sheriffs Station where l've been for approximately the past two years. 
And you went to South LA in 2013? 

Yes. Or it would have been 2012. 

So you got off patrol training in 2013 so you got in 2012? All right. 


And on June 215 2013, were you assigned to South Los Angeles Station? 
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Yes, | was. 

And do you remember what unit you were working that day? 
30 William 4. 

And is that a two-man car? 

Yes, it is. 

And did you have a partner that day? 

I did. 

And who was that partner? 

Deputy Caren Mandoyan. 

And 30 William 4, is that a special assignment team? 
Yes. 

And what's the name of the team? 

A summer crime suppression team. 

And a no-call car? 

Yes. 

And do you remember what your hours were that day? 
| believe it was 1600 to 0200. 

Ten-hour days? 

Yes. 


And prior to this shift, do you know how many hours of sleep you got that 
night? 


| don’t remember. 
Was it your normal amount of sleep? 


| believe it was, yes. 
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And.... 
Six to eight hours. 


And on June 21*, 2013, approximately 2126 hours, do you recall about 
where you were? 


Yes. 
And can you tell me a little bit about what happened at that time? 


Yes. We were traveling northbound on Vermont Avenue in our patrol 
vehicle. We saw a silver Buick in front of us driving recklessly and cut 
across all lanes of traffic without signaling and then ran a red light and 
conducted a U-turn at 9274 St. and Vermont. So began traveling 
southbound. 


After making a U-turn, | could see that there were three male black 
passengers in the vehicle. The vehicle continued traveling southbound. 
We made a U-turn, got behind the vehicle, cut across all lanes of traffic 
again without signaling from the No. 1 to the No. 2 Lanes. 


We tried doing a traffic stop. We weren't able to run the plate because the 
computers were down the whole day. The vehicle did not yield to our 
forward-facing red light and continued driving recklessly southbound 
Vermont so we initiated a vehicle pursuit. Turned on our overhead 
rotating lights and siren. | put out emergent radio traffic. 


The vehicle traveled southbound on Vermont, westbound on 101* St. and 
then immediately made a left-hand turn going southbound through the 
north/south alley just west of Vermont. Traveled through the alley all of 
the way from 101% to 103" St., at which point, the -- from the driver's door 
popped open. The vehicle slowed down almost to a stop, if not a 
complete stop, and the driver's door popped open and then shut the door 
and then continued traveling westbound on 103" St. 


| remember putting out radio traffic, pursuit radio traffic, asking for units 
Code 3. | remember a lot of the radio traffic being still competing with 
SCC dispatcher as | was trying to put out radio traffic. 


When the vehicle was going westbound on 101 to 103", it turned 
northbound onto Budlong, at which point, the vehicle slowed down again 
and driver's side door opened again. | remember updating units saying 
that the door's opening, looks like the driver might bail out of the vehicle. 
The vehicle then was northbound оп Budlong from 103" St., made a 
sharp left-hand turn going westbound on 102" St. | think it made it about 
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a third of the way down 102" St., and at that point, | was able to update 
our speed and traffic conditions, which was approximately 40 miles per 
hour and traffic was super light. There were no other cars on 102" St, 
And then at about a third of the way down the block or a third, half of the 
way, the vehicle made a hard right turn facing northbound and drove up -- 
drove up onto the north side curb line and crashed into a short chain-link 
fence. 

Do you have anything you want to jump in? 

Yeah, yeah, | just want to get your story as far as -- we'll stop right there. 
When you first saw the vehicle, do you know about what street you were 
at or how -- and how far away was the vehicle from you when you first 
observed it? 

| think we were at either 95" St. or Colden, which is a 9600 block of 
Vermont, and the vehicle was either a full block or half a block in front of 
us. 

And about feet? Yards? 


Рт not the best at estimating distances, but I think it was maybe -- maybe 
150 feet. 


And that would be south of Colden? 
| -- | couldn't say exactly. It was right in that vicinity. 


So you were at -- you were approximately 95" or 96' or Colden and the 
car was approximately 150 feet north of you? 


Approximately, yes. 

And you said it -- it came across lanes? 
Yes. 

From the No. 3 Lane to the No. 1 Lane?

Did it signal at all? 


No. 
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Can you estimate an approximate speed that it was doing at that time? 
Maybe 35 or 40 miles per hour. 

Were you guys driving or were you guys stopped? 

We were driving northbound. 

As it's going northbound, it gets to 92"* St., correct? 

Yes. 

And at 924 St., it gets into the left-turn lane? 

Yes. (Inaudible). 

It makes a left turn? 

Yes. 

Is there a streetlight there? 

Yes, there is. 

Was the streetlight red or -- 

Yes, it was red. 

So it makes a U-turn to go back southbound on Vermont? 
Yes. 

And what did you guys do? 


| remember looking at the vehicle and my partner made a U-turn, got 


behind it. Continued observing the -- the additional vehicle code violations 


as they're cutting across more lanes without signaling. | tried to do a 
traffic stop on the vehicle and it sped off from us. 


What's your reason for the traffic stop? 


It was the initial traffic violations and investigate if the driver was possibly 
under the influence of drugs -- or alcohol. 
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Did the movements that it was doing on the road, did it indicate that there 
might intoxication? 


Yes, sir. 

As it's driving, do you turn on the overhead red solid light? 
Yes. 

And when you did that, what -- what did the vehicle do? 


The vehicle continued traveling southbound and ignored our -- ignored our 
red light. 


And, approximately, where were you when you turned on your overhead 
red light? 


| think it was either 94' St. or 95" St. 


Here’s an overhead view if you want to go head and refer to that if you 
need to. | know 94", it's cut off at about 94" St., so you can just go from -- 


Okay. 
-- from that, where you need to. 


| would say between 94" and 95” St. is where we attempted the traffic 
stop. 


And that’s on the southbound, right? 
Yes. 


So do me a favor. Put an “X” about where you turned on your overhead 
lights, just the solid red light. 


(Inaudible). 

So you turned on your overhead light and the vehicle accelerates? 
Yes. 

And what did you guys do then? 


Turned on the full rotating red and blue lights, the vehicle spotlights, and 
he decided to turn on the siren. 
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And when did you actually turn on the rotating lights and siren, if you 
remember? 


Probably immediately after we noticed the vehicle wasn’t stopping, which 
maybe sometimes people don't pull over right way all the time. So maybe 
a little further down, but pretty -- | think it was -- it became pretty obvious 
pretty quickly that the vehicle wasn’t gonna pull over. 


And do me a favor. Just draw a circle around that so | know that that’s 
where you turned on the full lights and siren, okay? 


And then after you did that, what did the vehicle do? 


It continued traveling southbound and it sped up and it came down to the 
-- it came down to the shoulder. It refused to yield. 


It went into the shoulder on the east side or the west side of the street? 

| believe it was -- it was on the west side. 

The vehicle’s parked on that shoulder? 

| don't think so. | think it was empty. If not, | remember it was -- it 
continued driving reckless, it was weaving back and forth. | don't 
remember exactly what lanes or at what point it was changing lanes, but it 
was continuing to drive recklessly, and | remember it going to the shoulder 
at one point. 

As it was changing lanes, was it passing vehicles? 

Yes. 

Was it coming close to possibly hitting some of the vehicles? 


Yes. 


And as its continuing southbound from Colden, is that when you initiated 
your emergent traffic? 


Yes, | remember Colden was the first street | put out on the radio, 
(inaudible) the voice print, | was southbound Vermont passing Colden, so. 


And when you initiated the traffic stop or the pursuit, approximately, what 
speeds was the suspect vehicle traveling at? 
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Approximately, probably 40 miles per hour at that point. 


And as you're driving southbound, what did the vehicle do? Where did he 
go? 


He went westbound on 101* St. 


Do me a favor. Just draw a line going down to 1015 St. and that will show 
the direction of travel, okay? 


And you said he was doing about 40 miles an hour at that time? 
Yes. 

And when he got to 101*, what did he do? 

He made a right-hand turn to turn westbound. 

Go ahead and draw a line. 

And when һе went to 1013 St., then what did he do? 

Then he cut through the alley southbound. 

And the alley is to the west of Vermont, approximately how far? 


A few -- just behind the businesses of Vermont. So it's to the rear of the 
businesses, maybe 100 feet, if | were to guess. 


Okay. 

Approximately. 

And then what did he do when he got to the alley? 
Went southbound. 

Do me a favor. Draw that. 

So you drew a line from 101* to -- 

To 103". 


-- to 103. Going through the alley, approximately, how fast was the 
suspect vehicle traveling? 
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Kusiak: The alley is really bumpy so | think it -- maybe 25 to 30, but it probably 
seemed like faster because the car was bouncing up and down. It was a 
really rough road so maybe 25 to 30 miles per hour. 


Ladjevic: Апа once he got to 103" St., what did he do? 


Kusiak: That's when he slowed down right here and opened up the driver's side 
door. 

Ladjevic: 15 he the only one that opened the door or did you -- 

Kusiak: That’s the only one | remember seeing. 


Ladjevic: Okay. 


Kusiak: | only -- | remember really watching the driver at that point. 


Ladjevic: Апа then after he got onto 103", where did he go? 

Kusiak: Westbound to Budlong. 

Ladjevic: | When he's on 103, approximately, how fast do you think he was going? 
Kusiak: Probably got up to maybe 35, 40 miles per hour. 

Ladjevic: Апа then when he got to Budlong? 


Kusiak: He againg opened up his door, slowed down as he came around the turn, 
and then accelerated northbound to 102™ St. 


Ladjevic: Апа when he went to 102"? St., what did he do? 
Kusiak: Went westbound on 10274 St. 
Is this where it culminated right here? 
Ladjevic: Yeah, that’s the -- 
Kusiak: Oh, wow. Further down. 
Ladjevic: -- the address. Okay. 


And when he got to, | believe it's ЕШШҒ 027% St., he turned to the right, 
which would be north? 


Kusiak: Yes, sir. 
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Did he try and go into a driveway? 


| don't think so. | think it was pretty obvious he was trying to crash the car 
into the fence. 


When he turned and crashed into the curb, what happened? 


| remember my partner and | both jumped out of the patrol car and drew 
our guns. The front -- the passenger side of the car is facing us, is 
perpendicular to us, and we were maybe one car length behind it. So 
we're standing in the wedges of our patrol vehicle. The two driver's side 
doors, the front driver's side and the rear driver's side doors swung open 
and the driver and the rear passenger exit the vehicle, two male black 
adults, and they began running in a southwesternly -- southwestern 
direction crossing Budlong, and then down to the -- one of the south curb 
line. 


| think there were parked cars over there so we ran in the direction 
towards the parked cars. 


You just said south crossing Budlong? 

Yes. 

Budlong is here -- 

Oh, I’m sorry, 10274 St. 

So they ran across 102"? 

They ran across 102" St. 

Toward? 

Towards Normandy on the south -- towards the south curb line. 

Very good. When they ran, and what -- what did you do? 

| remember | was yelling commands at them to stop, “Let me see your 
hands. Stop.” And it was almost instantaneous they were maybe -- they 
were maybe at the rear bumper of their car or in the middle of the 102 
when the front passenger side of the Buick opened up and that passenger 


got out. So | immediately focused my attention on him because my 
partner was south of me and we discussed in the pasts -- the tactics. 
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So he became the immediate threat to me, the front passenger, and it was 
a male black wearing a red -- it was either a hoodie or a long-sleeved T- 
shirt exited the vehicle, and began running southbound alongside the 
Buick. And then he ran -- and | remember yelling at him, “Stop. Let me 
see your hands. Stop.” And | could see there was nothing in his hands at 
that point. And I'm still standing in the wedge of our patrol car, between 
the door and the patrol vehicle. 


He gets around to the bumper, starts -- the bumper of the Buick. Begins 
running westbound and then starts running in a, like, a northwestern 
direction headed towards the curb line back towards the curb line on the 
other side of the Buick. 


At which point, he -- | couldn't see his hands because his hands were in 
front of him as he’s running, at which point, he pulled out a black 
semiautomatic handgun and began blading his body pointing toward me. 
So as he starts raising up the gun, | immediately fear for my life and just 
was like a feeling of sheer terror, and | didn’t have time to get on the sights 
of my gun. 


During this whole time I’ve been yelling commands at him and just the fact 
that he initially wasn’t armed and then he pulled out the, like, armed 
himself and pulled it out, | thought he was gonna start shooting at me and 
even my partner, so | feared for my life. | fired several rounds, | think it 
was approximately eight times, until | didn’t see any further threat. 


He ran and took cover behind a large palm tree. The backdrop was a 
parked -- was a black Cadillac Escalade which was parked on the north 
curb line facing westbound and there was a large, like, three-foot diameter 
palm tree directly to the north of that. So it appeared that he was running 
to take cover behind that. 


So as soon as there was no longer a threat, | stopped firing and | -- the 
closest position of cover for me was the actual suspect vehicle, the Buick, 
which was maybe, | want to say, approximately, 10 feet from the front 
bumper of our car, if not closer. 


So | -- | ran to the -- | ran and briefly cleared the vehicle and make sure 
there was no one else inside the car, and then | got down on one knee 
behind the engine block of the -- so as lm facing on the sidewalk behind 
the engine block and the front right tire of the Buick. And | look down the 
sidewalk and at that point, | put out we had been involved in a shooting. 


As soon as | got there, | used my weapon light and | could see -- the 


whole time my weapon light was on, basically, the pressure activated 
switch. | can see the suspect had proned himself out on the grass portion 
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Ladjevic: 


of the sidewalk and that was maybe from me to him at this point where I’m 
at behind the engine block of the Buick. It's maybe, approximately, 50 or 
60 feet or -- 


Your best estimate's fine. 


Yeah, that’s approximately how far away it was. He -- he’s lying facedown 
on the grass facing away from me so his head is facing westbound, then 
he had his hands down by his side. So his fingertips were pointed in my 
direction. He had his hands, like, five or six inches off the ground and | 
remember his fingers being wide open and there’s nothing in his hands. 


So | -- | began yelling at him. | know at that point, | could hear my partner 
on the radio, and | know he was directly south of me. | could hear him 
updating units on the radio. |, watching the suspect, ordering him 
commands, and he starts looking back. He looks back and forth to my 
direction and my partner’s direction, and then this whole time I'm yelling 
commands to let me see your hands, show me your hands. And then he 
reach -- all of the sudden reaches down into his waistband area under his 
body. 


As soon as he did that, | thought he was, again, arming himself and he 
was gonna start shooting at me or my partner. | didn’t know if he was 
maybe communicating with the other two suspects so | had no idea where 
they were at this point. They could have been behind cover of another 
vehicle. So | fired one round and he immediately threw his hands right 
back up and | continued ordering commands for him to let me see his 
hands. 


| held him at gunpoint. Responding units came from -- they came off of 
Normandy so they came facing the direction of the suspect. They came, 
basically, deputies are coming from the west and we were facing -- we 
were facing westbound. So as units were coming, | remember | had my -- 
it was the street was dark but my weapon light was on the -- illuminating 
the suspect. 


He was again cooperative and had his hands up, was actually listening, 
had his hands off the ground. So as units approached, | remember 
alerting them to our suspect and to prevent a crossfire situation, | 
remember going to the south portion of the sidewalk and meeting up with 
my partner and there were parked vehicles | -- we took cover behind until 
an arrest team came up, handcuffed the suspect. | remember seeing the 
gun in the middle of the street south of them and then they handcuff him. 


After you fired or prior to firing the single shoot, did you actually see the 
weapon come up towards you? 
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When he was on the ground at that point? 

Yes. 

Not -- no, not at that point. 

Did you ever see him discard the weapon? 

No, | did not. 

After you fired that round and your arrest team was coming and you said 
you went to the south side of the street, were you able to maintain a visual 
on the suspect while you were going across the street? 

Well, | got behind the Escalade and the palm tree so at that point, no. But 
| remember looking at my partner and | didn't -- | didn't take my eyes off 
the suspect or my weapon until | saw other deputies had seen him and 
they were already going towards him with their weapons drawn so that’s 
when | -- | had to take my eyes off him because | had to go behind the 


Escalade and meet up with my partner. My partner was also looking in 
the direction of the suspect. 


So -- so somebody -- 
Somebody had visual contact on him. 


Somebody had visual contact on the suspect while you were walking 
southbound across the street to where your partner, -- okay. 


At any time, did you or your partner have any sort of a crossfire situation? 
No. 

Do you remember what the background was when you fired your rounds? 
| remember what the background was, yes, for both times. The first time it 
was the black Escalade that was parked and the large palm tree. And 
then the second time, | was at a downward angle. There were more 
parked vehicles, there were no pedestrian on the street, there was no 
vehicle traffic, and | was -- my gun was in a downward angle so | had also 
the grass and the pavement as a backdrop. 


Kevin, do you have anything? 
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Yeah, the first time you engaged him with gunfire. Where -- | think you 
explained it, but | want to be a lot more specific. 


Where was the suspect? 


The suspect was right at, basically, the curb line getting onto the curb line 
of the -- from the street onto the sidewalk. 


So from your point of view, how much of the suspect could you see at that 
point? 


His whole body or his whole back and then when he turned towards me. 


So he was still on the side of the Buick that was closest to you? He was 
not on the other side at this point? 


No, at this point, I’m looking over the trunk of the Buick, basically. At this 
point, | can see over the Buick because it’s a sedan, and he is -- and 
there’s this distance between the Escalade and him so | can, basically, 
see his -- | can see his whole profile. 


And from -- from that moment when you identified that he had a firearm 
and he was -- explain to me what you saw. Did he turn his head? Did he 
blade his body? Did he move his arm? 


He may have even come to a stop as he was stepping onto the sidewalk. 
| remember he bladed his upper part of his body. He looked at me. We 
made eye contact for a brief second, and | remember the, like, 
immediately looking down at the gun and as it was raising up towards me, 
it was approximately pointed in my -- at my -- at the same level as my feet 
when | identified a threat and was in fear for my life, and | immediately 
raised up my firearm. | remember | had one hand on my firearm and | 
didn't have time to get on the sights of my gun. 


It was -- it was very just an immediate reaction. | didn’t -- it wasn't like 
being at the range where | have time to sit there and get on my -- my 
sights and have a perfect sight picture. | just start firing. 

What -- so you -- you see him get out of the passenger’s side. He runs 
south around the rear end of the Buick and then begins to run north 
towards the sidewalk. 

Yes. 


When did you see him pointing the gun at you? 
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Ladjevic: 


Kusiak: 


Ladjevic: 
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As he was on the, basically, on the curb. Climbing up onto the curb, like, 
approaching the -- approaching the palm tree. 


So he was getting up on the curb and he turns and points the gun at you. 
And you're on the passenger's side of your vehicle? 


Yes. 
And your vehicle is stopped where? 
Basically, in the middle of the street. 


In the middle of the street. So -- and their car is parked or stopped up 
against a fence across the sidewalk? 


Yes. 


So from your vantage point where you're at, you're looking over the trunk 
as opposed to looking over the -- the hood of the car? 


Yes. 


The front hood? Okay. And then your partner is to the south of you on 
the driver's side? | got a clear picture of that. 


In the middle of the trunk of the patrol car? 
Yes. 

Okay. 

No, the trunk of the Buick. 

Of the Buick, okay. 

Yeah. 

Okay. 


Yeah, so that -- so the Buick is offset of your radio car a little bit further 
north of where your car would be? 


Yes. 


So that way you're more -- your radio car is stopped towards the rear of 
the Buick as it's across the sidewalk facing north. 
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The suspect was west of the Buick; is that correct? 
Yes, it was. 


About how far from the Buick do you think he was when he turned and you 
saw the firearm? 


Maybe a car length or ten, maybe ten feet. 


At any time during the pursuit, did you feel that you -- you should possibly 
1022 the pursuit? 


No, | did not. 

And why is that? 

| felt that the to apprehend the suspect was more important than 
canceling the pursuit. | think the speeds weren't -- they weren't too high 
for the streets we were on and the traffic conditions were light. So | think 
his reckless driving, basically, needed to be stopped. 


Kevin, do you have anything? 


Yeah, during the pursuit, was the suspect vehicle, was it going in and out 
of cars? Was there any traffic on the road? 


| remember there being traffic on Vermont. | remember swerving back 
and forth, but | don't remember the exact number of lane changes it -- 
changes it did, but | do remember it went into the shoulder | think right 
before Vermont. 


But when he was doing those motions in and out of -- of the traffic lanes, 
was it actually weaving in and out of cars as well? 


| believe it was, yes. 

Do you recall any close calls where maybe it almost crashed or? 

You know, sir, that part happened extremely fast. | know it was weaving, 
like, back and forth but | remember it’s the clearest -- the clearest route it 
took was alongside the shoulder when there weren’t any vehicles parked 


there. 


At any time during the pursuit, did anybody tell you to cancel the pursuit? 
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No. 

Did you guys request Aero -- 

Yes. 

-- or was Aero up? 

Yes. 

Now, the -- when you moved up and we're going now towards where the 
shooting occurred, you'd already been involved in one round of the 
shooting, and then you moved forward to the Buick. You cleared it. You 
-- you used it as cover and if | remember correctly, you were set up 
looking over the hood of that car; is that correct? 


Yes. 


So now you're looking over the hood of the Buick and the suspect is down 
on the ground? 


Yes. 


And then you -- you engaged him a second where he shoots a shot it’s the 
second volley of your shooting. 


What was the distance from where you were at, at that point, to where the 
suspect was laying on the ground? 


I think it was maybe -- it was, approximately, 50 or 60 feet, if | were to 
guess. | think that’s a good approximation of where he was. 


And did you have a full view of his entire body or were there any -- 
| -- 
-- obstructions? 


There were no obstructions. Just, | had my weapon light on him and | 
remember at that point, | had two hands on my -- on my gun. 


Was he on the west side of the palm tree or was he on the east side of the 
palm tree? 
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He was west of the palm tree. The palm tree was right behind the Buick 
and then so was the Escalade. It was all very very close. Just further -- 
further down. 


And was he closer to the sidewalk or was he -- because it’s a little 
parkway where there’s a grass area with the palm tree. 


Was he in the grass area or was he closer to this side? 


| remember him being on the grass area between the sidewalk and the 
street. 


And you could -- you had a visual of him as he’s laying on the ground? 
Yes. 

And you saw him reach for his waistband? 

Yes, he reached under his body or towards his waistband area. 

And did you remove his hands from his waistband? 


Immediately after | fired the shot, he threw his hands up and then his 
hands were right back up within (inaudible). 


When he reached for his waistbands, what went through your -- what went 
through your mind? 


| felt that he was arming himself and possibly gonna start shooting at us, 
especially the way he looked. He was looking back and | don’t know if he 
was communicating with the other two guys. There were a lot of -- there 
unknown variables that could have happened. 


What was your assurity that when you -- when you got him engaged in 
that first gunfight or the first shots that you did, what was you're assurity, 
your level of assurity that he was armed? 


A hundred percent. 


So when you -- and then after that, did you see what he had done with 
that firearm? 


No. 


So when you were involved in the second shooting, what was your state of 
mind? Did you feel that he could be armed or that he was absolutely? 
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No, he was absolutely armed and that it was -- that he was first trying to 
rouse that he -- he initially put his hands up on his own accord when he -- 
when | first saw him laying down. His hands were up. He's just -- he was 
like that by the time | got behind the engine block and | was able to see 
him, his hands were -- he was already in that position. He had put himself 
in that position. 


So | began with the verbal commands again and he kept them there. 
Then he looked back a couple times then immediately reached back 
under. So at that point, | thought a hundred percent thought he still had 
the gun and that's what he was doing is rearming himself to start shooting. 


Just for the record, he's using -- Deputy Kusiak is using both his right and 
left hands to go for his waistband when he's describing that. 


Did you at any time think that you had hit him with your gunshot? 
| thought he may have been hit the first time we shot, yes. 

| don't have anything else. Kevin? Leslie, you have anything? 
No, thank you. 


Sean, | don't have any other questions. | was listening and | explained 
this to Miss Wilcox earlier is we had the audio portion of the pursuit and 
there was only one question that | had and it was when you were going 
westbound 101* and then it says southbound 1013, but you guys clarified 
that, both you and Deputy Mandoyan in your interview, that it was 
southbound through the alley from 101°. So now we got a better picture 
of what actually occurred. 


Again, | don’t have anything, any further questions, and neither does my 
partner. Is there anything that you would like to add that | may have 
missed regarding this incident that might help out with anything? 


No, sir, just | did a tactical reload which | forgot to mention also. After | 
fired my very last round, | felt my firearm was light and | -- while keeping 
my weapon on the suspect, | exchanged (inaudible) fresh magazines and 
that's it. 


And did you ever lose sight of your partner? I’m sorry. 


| knew where my partner was, but | was not looking at him the entire time 
because | was so focused on -- 
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Ladjevic: Peripheral -- 

Kusiak: Yes. 

Ladjevic: -- and just knowing where һе would be. 

Pearcy: If you turned your head, do you think you would have seen him from -- 
Kusiak: Yes. 

Pearcy: -- from where you were at? 

Kusiak: Yes. 

Ladjevic: 1 don't have anything else.

This is Sergeant Jeff Cochran, Sheriff's Homicide, with my partner, Troy 
Ewing. We're at South LA Sheriff's Station in a -- this is a conference 
room. We're about to interview a Deputy Sean Kusiak. And present is 
counsel from Green and Shinee's office.

And this is regarding a deputy-involved shooting incident that's being 
investigated under Sheriff's File No. 013-05365-0372-013. 


And start off, Sean, how long you been a deputy sheriff? 

For a little over six years, sir. 

You went through sheriff's academy? 

Yes, | did. 

What class? 

Class 353, sir. 

And when did -- when did you graduate? 

| graduated December 13" of 2006. 

And what was your first assignment? 

Was PDC East Facility, sir. 

And if you would, just kind of give us a little department history. 

| worked at PDC East for approximately two years, then | transferred to 
North County Correctional Facility, where | worked for approximately three 
years before transferring to patrol, South LA Sheriff's Station on 


September of 2012, to my current assignment. 


And did you have any prior law enforcement experience? 
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Prior to hiring on as a deputy sheriff, | was a custody assistant for LA 
County Sheriffs Department for approximately a year and a half. 


And when did you start your shift today? 

| started at 1600 hours, sir. 

And we see you're wearing a Sheriff's Department uniform. 

Yes, sir. 

If you will, just for the record, describe what you're wearing. 

Tan and green Class A uniform with gun belt, and | have three additional 
magazines for my Beretta duty weapon. І have a backup weapon, it's a 
38 caliber Smith & Wesson revolver in my left front pocket. | have a 
County-issued radio, two pairs of handcuffs, a baton ring, pepper spray, 
radio, car keys, bullet proof vest and my County-issued 9 millimeter 


Beretta and with a tactical light, pocketknife. 


And what does your assignment today and when did you start -- start your 
shift? 


Start my shift at 1600 hours. I’m currently assigned to a Summer Crime 
Suppression Team for South LA Station. It's a no-call car crime 
suppression car. 

You have a partner? 

Yes, | do. 

Who is that? 

Its Deputy Mandoyan. 

And were you driver or passenger? 

| was the passenger. 

And what was your shift prior to starting this shift? 

It would have been the day -- the day before today, sir. 


Same assignment? 


Yesterday. Yes, sir. 
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And if you will, you started your shift at 1600 -- 
1600 hours, yes, sir. 


Do you know when this incident we're investigating, about what time it 
occurred? 


Approximately 9:30, sir. 2130. 


And the time from -- the time you began your shift up to this incident, was 
there anything notable that occurred in your shift at all? 


No, sir. 

No arrests or anything else? 
Not -- no, sir. 

No pursuits or nothing? 

Up until this incident, no, sir. 


Now if you will in your own words, what | want you to do is tell us -- tell us 
how all this unfolded. 


Okay. 


Be as detailed as possible. And while you're doing that, we may stop you 
and just ask for some more detail or something like that but don’t be 
alarmed that we interrupt you if we do. But just go ahead and describe 
your duties today and describe how this unfolded. 


All right, sir. My partner and | were traveling northbound on Vermont 
Avenue, approaching 92™ St. We saw a vehicle. It was a -- | believe it 
was a silver Buick, appeared to be driving recklessly cutting across lanes 
of traffic without signaling. We saw the vehicle conduct a U-turn at 927% 
St. going southbound on Vermont in the opposite direction. 


As the vehicle turned, | saw that there were, what appeared to be three 
male black occupants in the vehicle. We conducted a U-turn and the 
vehicle continued driving recklessly continuing cutting across lanes of 
traffic. 


My partner and | attempted to conduct a traffic stop of the vehicle, turned 
on our spotlights and our solid red forward light and the vehicle then sped 
off southbound. 
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Who is driving? 
My partner, Deputy Mandoyan, is driving. 


As the vehicle sped off, my partner and | formed the opinion that it was 
possible the driver was probably drunk based on our observations of prior 
attempting our traffic stop. The driver's reckless driving and as soon as 
we initiate -- we attempted to initiate a traffic stop of the vehicle, continued 
driving recklessly, however, accelerated. So we immediately turned on 
our red lights and siren, and | initiated radio traffic, emergent radio traffic 
for a vehicle pursuit of a -- of a DUI vehicle. 


| believe that was at Golden and Vermont. We're southbound on 
Vermont. | asked for two units’ assistance and for SCC to check on Aero. 
As the vehicle -- as the units were “acking” up on the radio, the silver 
Buick traveled southbound on Vermont, however, it was swerving around 
traffic on Vermont without signaling, and then it turned westbound on 1013 
St. 


The vehicle then immediately made a left-hand turn and traveled 
southbound through the north/south alley just west of Vermont south of 
101% St. It's a very narrow alleyway. The vehicle traveled two blocks 
down to 103", where it exited the alley and traveled westbound on 103" 
St. 


The driver of the vehicle then, | saw his brake lights come on the vehicle 
and the driver’s side door opened up briefly. So it appeared that the driver 
was possibly gonna jump out of the vehicle so | updated units saying that 
it might -- it looks like he might bail out of the vehicle. The driver then shut 
the door and continued traveling westbound 103% ST approaching 
Budlong Avenue. 


The vehicle then traveled northbound on Budlong Avenue from 103" St., 
and again almost came to a stop and the driver again opened his door as 
if he was going to exit the vehicle just for a brief moment and then shut the 
door again and continued.

As soon as the vehicle came to a -- came to a halt, | exited our patrol 
vehicle and based on the -- based on the fact that we had seen the door 
open several times, | right away formed the opinion that they might again 
try to exit the vehicle and run. So | exited the vehicle and drew my 
firearm. 


At that point, two male blacks exited the driver's side of the -- of the Buick, 
which was -- which was the, like, if the vehicle was -- | was exposed to the 
passenger's side of the vehicle which was now perpendicular to the curb 
line.

feared for my safety. | thought he was gonna kill me. So | pointed my 
firearm and | fired approximately eight rounds. The -- the suspect 
continued running and | lost sight of him. He ran behind a tree. 


| immediately ran to my nearest position of cover which was the suspect 
vehicle. | ran onto the curb line and behind the engine block of the 
suspect vehicle. As | -- then | updated on the radio. | -- that there was a -- 
indicated there was a deputy-involved shooting. | said 998. 


| -- as | looked down the sidewalk in the direction of where | had last seen 
the suspect running, | saw him laying down on the grass. | want to say it 
was approximately 20 to 30 yards west of the tree that | had saw him run 
behind. And the curb line on the south curb line, there’s -- on the north 
curb, there’s grass and then a sidewalk, so the suspect was laying on the 
grass portion of the -- of the curb. His head was pointing to the west and 
his feet were pointing to the east in my direction. 


| -- | -- using my weapon light on my gun, | was able to illuminate the 
suspect. | could see -- | could see him. | could see he was laying 
facedown. | ordered him several times to show me his hands, at which 
point, he -- | saw him raise his hands off the ground. His hands were -- he 
was laying facedown facing away from me and his hands were by his side. 
So he lifted his hands physically like maybe five or six inches off the 
ground. | could see his fingers were flailed open. There was nothing in 
his hands so he complied with my orders. 
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As | kept my position behind the vehicle and was detaining him at 
gunpoint just watching him, continuously giving him orders, | saw the 
suspect’s head lift -- was lifted off the ground and he looked to his left and 
right looked like he was looking back at me and possibly trying to see 
where my partner was at or where | was. 


He then immediately, like, it was a very immediate reaction, reached in -- 
reached into his waistband area and under his body. | feared that he was 
looking around to find me and my partner and that he was rearming 
himself as if to reengage us to pull out his firearm and start shooting at us. 


So | fired. | fired one round and while | was giving commands, | fired one 
round and he immediately put his hands back up in the initial position they 
were in. 


Which is to his side? 


They were to his side but raised off the ground approximately five or six 
inches with his fingers wide open so | could see nothing was in his hands. 
The suspect stayed in this position. | can hear my partner putting out 
radio traffic. Responding units arrived and they were -- they actually 
approached from the west side from Normandy, the street to the west of 
our location. 


So in order to prevent crossfire situation as those units were approaching, 
deputies were on foot approaching, walking down the sidewalk. | alerted 
them that that was our suspect. And then | took a position to the south as 
| kept an observation on him, | moved to the south sidewalk to prevent a 
crossfire situation. At which point, | believe it was the sergeant and 
another deputy approached the suspect and handcuffed him.

Do you know who that deputy was? 

| believe it was Sergeant Eves and Deputy Smith, Brian Smith. 

As | was walking towards where the suspect was to take my position on 
that -- on the south side of the sidewalk, | saw the black semiautomatic 
handgun laying in the middle of the street just south of where the suspect 
was -- was lying down. And -- and then a containment was set up for the 


additional two outstanding suspects. 


I’m gonna back you up just a little bit. After your first volley of gunfire at 
the suspect, you were giving him commands? 
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Yes. 
What were those commands? 


“Let me see your hands. Stop.” | believe that's what they were. | was 
yelling, “Stop. Let me see your hands.” 


And do you actually see him go down? 

No. | -- | began firing and then he ran -- continued running and ran behind 
the -- behind the tree. And then that’s when | ran and took a position of 
cover. And then when | looked down the sidewalk and | was safely behind 
cover, then | saw him laying down on the grass.

| was ordering him, yes, “Let me see your hands. Show me your hands.” 
Then after -- after that, the final round | fired after he was reaching for his 
waistband area, | -- and he complied with my orders, | felt that my weapon 
was -- my weapon felt lighter than it normally did and then it had fired -- | 
had fired so many rounds, so | conducted a reload of my weapon and 
dropped that magazine to the round and reloaded a fresh magazine as | 
held him at gunpoint.

No, sir. If | have, | don’t remember. | didn't really get a good look at him. 
What could you tell us about the neighborhood this occurred in? 

| know it's a -- it's a gang neighborhood, sir. Where it -- where the pursuit 
was culminated is known area for the "Ten Deuce Budlong Crips" gang. 
And there's several gang surrounding that street also, sir. 


And had you ever seen this individual before? 


| don't believe so. | didn't -- | didn't get a chance to get his name or 
identify so | may have -- not to my knowledge, sir.

Ewing: Troy Ewing, Jeff Cochran, from Sheriff's Homicide. Be talking to 
Mark Beasley at Centinela Hospital. The date is June 22nd, 2013. 
The time is 0506 hours. 

Unknown: Hi, can | help you? 

Ewing: We're from the Sheriffs Department. 

Unknown: Uh-huh.

NARRATIVE 


The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide additional information regarding the investigation of the 
above file number, the crime scene containment, notifications, victim interviews, and the identification of the 
suspect. 


While we (Dep. Eklund HN and 1), were at South Los Angeles Station at approximately 2125 hours, we 
heard emergency radio traffic initiated by Unit 30W4 (Deputy Kusiak and Deputy Mandoyan 9). 
The radio traffic indicated they were in pursuit of a reckless DUI vehicle traveling southbound on Vermont 
Avenue from Calden Avenue. Deputy Kusiak updated their location to be traveling westbound 101st Street from 
Vermont Avenue and provided a vehicle description (Silver Buick License p Deputy Kusiak updated 
the location to be southbound Budlong Avenue and then westbound 102nd Street. Deputy Kusiak continued to 
update that the occupants of the vehicle exited the vehicle and began to flee southbound from 

Moments later, Deputy Kusiak updated that they were involved in a shooting. Both Deputies were 
detaining an individual (S/Beasley) at gunpoint and facing west. Deputy Kusiak requested for emergency 
response to stage on 102nd Street and Budiong Avenue for the "down" suspect. We immediately began to drive 
to the location. 


South Los Angeles Unit 31 (Deputy Keffer J and Deputy Lim Ж requested via radio for assisting 
patrol units and a Field Sergeant to respond to the location for crime scene containment. 


Los Angeles County Fire/Rescue Engine Company #14, under the direction of Captain Mungia, arrived on scene 
at 2130 hours. 


When we arrived on scene, | observed S/Beasley lying on his back on the north sidewalk located directly in front 
of MI Street. His head was facing to the west and with his feet toward the east. S/Beasley was lying on 
the grass area and was being treated by L.A. County Fire Engine #14, under the direction of Captain Mungia. 
S/Beasley was treated on scene and transported to Centinela Hospital by McCormick Paramedic Unit 1501 and 
escorted by South Los Angeles Unit 32 (Deputy Smith and Deputy Ortiz ΕΠΗ The suspect's 
vehicle (CA license AE 2001 Buick Regal LS) was still running and was stopped facing a northwest 
direction on the south sidewalk, directly south of The driver, front passenger, and the rear 
passenger driver's side doors of the suspect's vehicle were opened. We observed a black semi-automatic 
handgun that was on the roadway directly south of S/Beasley. 


Deputy Kusiak and Mandoyan's vehicle was stopped with forward facing red lights activated, facing westbound 
on 102nd Street just east of the suspect's vehicle.

With a crime scene inner and outer perimeter in place, | asked Deputies Kusiak and Mandoyan to give 
Deputy Eklund and I, a brief summary of what had transpired. Both Deputies were together as the 
incident was relayed to us. 


Deputy Mandoyan (driver) and Deputy Kusiak (passenger) were driving northbound on Vermont 
Avenue. Both Deputies observed a vehicle driving northbound that suddenly swerved from the number 
3 lane, to the number one lane. The Vehicle then suddenly swerved to go west on 92nd Street and 
then turned sharply south and continued south on Vermont Avenue from 92nd Street. Deputy 
Mandoyan immediately conducted a U-Turn on 92nd Street. Both Deputies attention was drawn to the 
erratic driving and maneuvering of the vehicle.

Deputy Kusiak was in fear for his life, his partners life, as well as the safety of the public in the area. 
With no other way to defend his partner and himself from what he perceived as imminent gunfire from 
S/Beasley, Deputy Kusiak opened fire with his service pistol. He fired a short volley of rounds 
(approximately 8-9 rounds) as he tactically took cover behind a parked vehicle parked directly north of 


him. 


The other two suspects (described as Driver: MB/20-25, 508-510, 170-190lbs, wearing a black 
sweatshirt and tan pants, rear driver's side passenger: MB/20-25, wearing a red sweater and dark 
colored pants), ran southwest towards the south sidewalk of 102nd Street and out of view.

RESPONSE 


On 06-21-2013, at about 2200 hours, Detective Ty C. Labbé was directed to respond to a Command Post 
at 108% Street and Normandie Avenue, South Los Angeles to assist the handling Homicide Detectives, 
Sergeant Troy Ewing and Jeff Cochran in the investigation of a Deputy Involved Shooting. Detective 
Labbé responded from his respective residence and arrived at the Command Post on 06-22-2013 at 
about 0005 hours. Detective Labbé was briefed by Detectives Cochran and Ewing. He was directed to 
assist in the crime scene investigation and to contact and interview the registered owner of the Suspect(s) 
vehicle. 


INVESTIGATION CONDUCTED 


Detective Labbé conducted a “walk through” of the crime scene with the other Homicide Detectives. He 
noted a grey 4 door vehicie that had been driven onto the south sidewalk and had crashed into a chain 
link fence. Detective Labbé was told by Detective Ewing that the registered owner had been contacted 
prior to their arrival by Deputy Zuniga of Lakewood Station. The registered owner told Deputy Zuniga that 
her son, Dante Sudduth was the only person that had permission to drive the car and had her car. 


On 06-22-2013 at about 0130 hours, Detective Labbé called Deputy Zuniga and met him at Exeter Street 
and Garfield Avenue, Paramount. Deputy Zuniga stated he did speak with a Mrs. Ш who is the 
registered owner and she stated her son, Dante had her vehicle. 


Detective Labbé and Deputy Zuniga went to EBENEN Paramount and spoke to 
Mrs. BMW at about 0137 hours. The interview was recorded by both Labbé and Zuniga and will be 
transcribed upon request. The interviews were placed on cd-roms and will become a permanent part of 
the case file. The following is a summary: 


Witness allowed Labbé and Zuniga into her home. No one else was present in the home. Witness said 
her son is Dante Sudduth and he is on parole. Witness left the home on 06-21-2013 at about 0700 hours 
to go to work at She saw Dante at the house in the morning and he was 
home alone. She said he has ап 8 day old baby with his girlfriend, 5/21. She said 
EN lives near 104" Street and Normandie Avenue, South Los Angeles. She said Dante had her car 
as he is the only other person that drives it. She spoke to Dante during the day because he told her that 
his parole agent had stopped by to check on him. She did not speak to him since that conversation. 


Detective Labbé explained to her that her car was crashed into a fence, that the occupants ran on foot 
and pointed a gun at the deputies. The deputies fired their weapons and shot at least one of the suspects. 
She asked if Dante was ok, and she was told that they didn't know, because the other two suspects had 


run away.

Witness showed Detective Labbé her cellular telephone and identified the o κε as 
Dante's cellular telephone. She also identified BEL telephone as Mrs. 

said her cellular telephone number is . She was asked not to call Dante or his 
girlfriend and to have Dante report to his parole agent or turn himself in to the police. She was given a 


business card to Sheriff s Homicide Bureau. 


Mrs. ИШЕ showed Detective Labbé to Dante's bedroom. She remained standing in the doorway 
while Detective Labbé and Deputy Zuniga conducted a cursory search of the area in accordance with 
Dante's parole conditions. Detective Labbé noted several boxes of shoes under the bed and the size was 
consistent with 10 % to 11. (A tennis shoe was left at the crime scene near the suspect's vehicle). 
Detective Labbé recovered a baseball cap (EV-30) for DNA collection. The inside head band of the cap 
appeared to be dirty, stained and well worn. His mother identified the baseball cap as belonging to Dante. 
A review of several photographs depicted a female black adult that Mrs. J identified as EM 
Two of the pictures (EV-28) were collected. Detective Labbé also recovered an envelope, greeting card 
and letter (EV-29) that was addressed to Dante Sudduth while he was in Tehachapi State Prison. The 


letter was a love type letter from a girlfriend of some sorts and was referenced to Dante. The sending

Prior to leaving the location so as not to allow Mrs. ΕΠΗ to alert her son or ШЕ via cellular 
telephone, Detective Labbé stepped outside to call the Command Post. Detective Labbé advised SEB 
and K9 Deputies that were still searching the area, that the possible residence of | had been 
identified. For further information regarding the search of the location, refer to supplemental reports 
completed by SEB, K9 and the South Los Angeles Station patrol deputies. 


Mrs. ШШЕ could add nothing further therefore the interview was ended. 


Deputy Zuniga was directed to make an audio recording and to leave it with the Watch Commander at 
Lakewood Station. 


Detective Labbé returned to the area of the shooting and assisted in the documentation of the crime 
scene. Detective Labbé concentrated most of his efforts on locating the expended shell casings that had 
been fired, the impact areas and the collection of any fired bullets. His findings were relayed to Detectives 
Eddie Brown and Toni Martinez who will document the information in a supplemental report.

Оп 06-21-14 at 2200 hours, Detectives Brown and Martinez were detailed from their locales to 
assist in a Deputy Involved Shooting investigation that occurred at Street in Los 
Angeles. 


At 2330 hours, Detectives arrived at the command post at 108" Street and Normandie Avenue. 
Detectives were briefed about the circumstances surrounding the shooting. Deputies Mandoyan and 
Kusiak attempted to stop a vehicle for running a stop sign. The suspect vehicle failed to yield and a 
short pursuit was initiated. The vehicle collided into a fence. Three persons exited the vehicle. The 
right front passenger pointed a gun at the Deputies. The Deputies fired multiple rounds and 
wounded the suspect. He was handcuffed and transported to the hospital. 


Detectives Brown and Martinez were assigned to assist in processing and documenting the scene. 
The scene was cordoned off by yellow crime scene tape and Deputies posted to the east and west 
blocking travel оп 102" Street. 


t 2315 hours, Forensic Identification Specialist David Alfonso arrived at the scene. He was directed 
to photograph and collect evidence. He will prepare a report documenting his actions and 
observations. 


At 0210 hours, Forensic Identification Specialist Mike Bayer arrived at the scene. He was directed to 
draw a diagram of the crime scene area and take ariel photographs.

On Friday, June 21, 2013, at approximately 2230 hours, Detective Sergeants Jeff 
Cochran and Troy Ewing were detailed to respond to a command post, in front of the Los 
Angeles County Fire Department's Station #14, located at West 108” Street and 
Normandie Avenue, in the County area of South Los Angeles, to investigate a Deputy 
Involved Shooting incident. Homicide Detectives Eddie Brown, Antionette Martinez and 
Detective Ty Labbe were assigned to assist in the investigation. 


Sergeant Cochran arrived at the command post at 2325 hours and Sergeant Ewing 
arrived at 2330 hours. The weather was warm. Detective Antionette Martinez and 
Lieutenant Dave Colman were the first to arrive at the command post, and learned from 
deputies tending to the command post, South Los Angeles Station Unit 31 early morning 
shift Deputies R. Keffer ΗΘ and R. Lim -— that a deputy involved shooting 
occurred after a short vehicle pursuit, where the driver of the pursued vehicle crashed the 
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car into а fence in front of YI NN ШИ Los Angeles. The driver and the rear 
passenger, behind the driver, both exited the car and fled west on foot from the vehicle. 
The front seat passenger exited the front passenger seat and pointed a handgun at the 
deputies. Subsequently a deputy involved shooting occurred, where the armed suspect 
received a gunshot wound to his lower left leg. The suspect's handgun was recovered, 
and the injured suspect was transported to Centinela Hospital Medical Center, located at 
555 East Hardy Street, Inglewood. 


Detective Antionette Martinez was told that a containment of the area, and search was 
underway, where deputies were actively looking for the driver and rear seat passenger. 
She was also told that the neighborhood where the pursuit ended was claimed by the 
criminal street gang known as the “102 Budlong Crips,” or the “ten deuce Budlong 
Gangsta Crips.” She was told detectives from South Los Angeles Sheriff Station's 
Operation Safe Streets Bureau were assisting as needed. 


Once all of the assigned Homicide detectives arrived at the command post, Detectives 

contacted Deputies Samuel Gomez ll and J. Kelly-Eklund ο ο. who were 

working South Los Angeles Station Unit 30W3 pm shift, and were assigned the field 

investigation of the pursuit and shooting incident. 

Deputy Gomez said he and Deputy Kelly-Eklund obtained a brief public safety statement 

from the involved deputies, Deputies Caren Mandoyan aam and Sean Kusiak 
who were working South Los Angeles Station 30W4 pm shift, a "Summer 


Enforcement Team" patrol car. He was told Deputy Mandoyan was the driver of the 
patrol car and Deputy Kusiak was the passenger. 


Deputy Gomez said he was told the deputies were driving northbound Vermont Avenue, 
and noticed a silver Buick driving northbound Vermont Avenue in front of them. The 
deputies noticed the silver Buick unsafely changing lanes several times and driving 
erratically. Deputies Mandoyan and Kusiak told him they observed the silver Buick make 
a U-turn at 92™ Street, while not stopping for a stop sign and proceeded south on 
Vermont Avenue. The deputies said they made a U-turn to southbound Vermont 
Avenue and attempted to initiate a traffic stop on the silver Buick, by activating their 
vehicle's overhead lights. The silver Buick failed to stop and a pursuit began, where 
Deputy Kusiak announced the pursuit of a reckless driver over the Sheriff's radio system. 
During the pursuit the deputies noticed the silver Buick was occupied with the driver and 
two passengers, and on several occasions noticed the vehicle would slow and the doors 
of the Buick would open, giving the deputies the impression the occupants were going to 
exit the vehicle to flee on foot.

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Deputy Gomez said he was told the deputies observed the silver Buick turn west onto 
10274 Street from Budlong Avenue when the doors of the silver Buick began to open, just 
as the silver Buick made a sudden right turn. The silver Buick collided and jumped the 
north curb, traversed the north sidewalk of 102" Street and stopped as it collided with a 
chain link fence in front of the residence at S 


Deputy Gomez said he was told the driver and rear passenger behind the driver 
immediately fled from the vehicle and ran west along the north sidewalk of 10274 Street, 
as both deputies had exited the patrol car with their firearms drawn. He was told the front 
passenger exited the silver Buick and was holding a black color handgun in his right hand, 
and he turned the handgun, pointing it toward Deputy Kusiak. 


Deputy Gomez said Deputy Kusiak told him he believed he was about to be shot by the 
suspect, and fearing for his life, he fired his 9mm handgun several times, estimating he 
fired 8 to 9 times at the suspect. Deputy Mandoyan told him that he observed the 
suspect pointing his handgun at Deputy Kusiak, and fearing Deputy Kusiak was about to 
be shot, he fired his .45 caliber handgun, estimating he fired two or three times at the 
armed suspect. He was told the suspect continued to run west before falling down on 
the grass parkway, between the curb and sidewalk, in front of IM! street. 


Deputy Gomez said Deputy Kusiak told him he temporarily lost sight of the suspect as he 
was running west, so he moved west to the passenger side front end of the silver Buick, 
where he took a position of cover, behind the engine block of the Buick. He saw the 
suspect fall to the grass parkway, and he began yelling instructions to the armed suspect 
to put his hands out where he could see them. He was told the suspect was face down, 
with his head in a west direction, and was being instructed to place both hands out where 
deputies could see them, instead the suspect moved both his right hand and left hands 
toward his torso, out of view of Deputy Kusiak. 


Deputy Kusiak told him he believed the suspect was again going to engage deputies with 
his handgun, and again, fearing for his life, fired a single gunshot at the suspect. He was 
told the suspect tossed his handgun to the street before beginning to comply with 
directions. Deputy Kusiak told him as the suspect was being held at gun point by Deputy 
Mondoyan, he reloaded his handgun with a fresh magazine, and his previous magazine 
was left in the area where it was removed from his handgun. He was told assisting 
deputies began to arrive on scene, where the suspect was subsequently handcuffed, the 
scene was secured, and a containment of the area was set up. 


Deputy Gomez told Detectives that he and Deputy Kelly-Elklund heard the pursuit being 
announced over the Sheriff's radio system and began responding toward the pursuit. He

Deputy Gomez said when he and Deputy Kelly-Elklund arrived on scene they saw 
Suspect Beasley lying on his back on the grass area between the north curb and sidewalk 
in front of E Street. He said Suspect Beasely was being treated by Los 
Angeles County Fire Department personnel, from Engine Company £14, under the 
direction of Captain Mungia. He said Suspect Beasely was subsequently transported via 
McCormick Paramedic Unit #1501. He said both Deputies Mondoyan and Kusiak were 
transported to South Los Angeles Sheriff Station, where they remain until interviews by 
Detectives. 


Deputy Gomez said Deputies C. Ortiz I and B. Smith Al working South 
Los Angeles Sheriff Station Unit 32 early morning shift, and Sergeant G. Eads 

working South Los Angeles 31S early morning shift were the first to arrive on scene, and 
assisted with handcuffing Suspect Beasely. He said Deputies Ortiz and Smith were also 
assigned to accompany Suspect Beasely to the hospital, to monitor and report on his 
condition. He said Deputies advised that Suspect Beasely sustained a gunshot wound 
to his left calf, and was being treated for his injury by Emergency Room Doctor 
Aristeguieta at the Centinela Hospital Medical Center Inglewood.

assigned to respond to Centinela Hospital Medical Center to complete a Gunshot 
Residue test on Suspect Beasely, and to complete a supplementary report documenting 
their actions and observations. 


Deputy Gomez told Detectives that Deputies B. Vernay +A and м. Maxwell 
working South Los Angeles Station Unit #31D early morning shift, was 
assigned to check the interior of the silver Buick for any information to identify the 
suspects involved in the incident being investigated. He said located in a men’s wallet in 
the center console was a “Golden State Advantage” card in the name of “Dante Suddeth,” 
and located in the dash glove box was a men’s wallet containing a California Identification 
card in the name of “Mark Tyrone Beasely.” He was told the wallets were left in their

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original locations inside the Buick. He said Deputies Vernay and Maxwell will prepare a 
supplementary report documenting their actions and observations. 


Deputy Gomez told Detectives that Deputies Keffler and Lim, Unit 31 early morning shift, 
were designated to coordinate the command post, the containment and the search of the 
outstanding suspects. He said they too were asked to provide a supplementary report 
documenting their actions and observations. 


Deputy Gomez said members of the Sheriff Department's Special Enforcement Bureau's 
“gold” team was underway with an area search for the outstanding suspects. He said 
South Los Angeles Station Operation Safe Streets Bureau Detective Takashima 

assisted with gang intelligence and also a canvas for witnesses. He said Detective 
Takashima would also prepare a supplementary report documenting his actions and 
observations. 


Deputy Gomez said he requested a Lakewood Station Patrol unit contact the registered 


owner of the Buick, with California License which was currently registered to 
WI WS a m———— pa He requested 
deputies ascertain who was in possession of the Buick. He said Deputy J. Zuniga 

working Lakewood Station Unit 136B, made contact with _— 72 
owner of the Buick. He was told that [fs son “Dante Suddeth” borrowed the Buick 
before she left for work in the morning of 6-21-13, and was in possession of the car. 
Deputy Zuniga was told that Dante Suddeth was recently released from prison, was on 
parole, and that he may be with his girlfriend pamm and their eight day old 


daughter. He was told had not seen or heard from Dante since she left for work on 
6-21-13. 


Deputy Gomez said Deputy Zuniga was going to prepare a supplementary report 
documenting his actions and observations, and AAN адын 


Deputy Gomez said Deputies R. Munoz # and A. Rojas MM working South Los 
Angeles Station Unit 34 early morning shift, was asked to canvass the area for witnesses. 
He said they did so, and there were no witnesses to the deputy involved shooting, only 
neighbors that heard sirens then gunfire. He said Deputies Rojas and Munoz will 
prepare a supplementary report documenting their actions and observations. 


Deputy Gomez said that he will prepare both a complaint report, and a supplementary 
report documenting their actions and observations. At the conclusion of the briefing by 
Deputy Gomez, all Homicide Detectives, Lieutenant Colman and Forensic Identification 
Specialist Dave Alonzo from the Crime Lab responded to the shooting scene, where

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Deputy Gomez pointed out the involved suspect vehicle, Deputies Mondoyan and 
Kusiak's patrol car, expended cartridge cases, bullet damage, Suspect Beasley's 
clothing, and his gun were some of the items shown to Detectives at the scene. 


At the conclusion of viewing the scene, Homicide Detectives Martinez and Brown were 
assigned the scene investigation. (Refer to Detective Martinez and Brown's 
supplementary report for detail of their actions and observations) 


Homicide Detective Labbe was asked to contact Lakewood Station Deputy Zuniga, and 
conduct a recorded interview with MMM Refer to Detective Labbe's 
supplementary report for detail of his actions and observations) 


On Saturday, June 22, 2013, at approximately 0130 hours, Lieutenant Dave Coleman 
briefed the executives and personnel reviewing shooting incident, and at the conclusion 
of his briefing walked the following individuals down the south sidewalk of 102" Street, to 
view the shooting scene: Dana Boldt and Matt Sahak, from the Office of Independent 
Review; From the District Attorney's Justice System Integrity Division: Deputy District 
Attorney Investigators Larry Dimmick and Armando Alvarado and Deputy District 
Attorney Shannon Presby; From the Sheriff Department's Internal Affairs Bureau: 
Lieutenant Todd Weber and Sergeants David Ladjevic and Romeo Ingreso; 
Commander Henry Romero; Captain Eliezer Vera; From the Sheriff Department's Risk 
Management Bureau, Deputies Scott Edge and Dan McDonald and From the Sheriff 
Department's Training Bureau Deputy Alonso Corral. 


Detectives responded to the South Los Angeles Sheriff Station, contacted the early 
morning Watch Deputy L. Vasquez and requested and obtained a copy of the radio traffic 
involving the shooting incident being investigated. 


On Saturday, June 22, 2013, at approximately 0220 hours, Detectives Ewing and 
Cochran interviewed DEPUTY CAREN MANDOYAN inside a conference room at the 
station. Also present during the interview was Attorney Erica Gurrola from the law firm 
of Green and Shinee. The interview was audio recorded and a summation of the 
interview is as follows. 


Deputy Mandoyan told Detectives that he has thirteen years of law enforcement 
experience. He said he attended the Rio Hondo Police Academy in the year 2000, and e 
became a Reserve Deputy Sheriff in the year 2000. He said he was hired by the Sheriff's 
Department as a deputy generalist in 2006. 


Deputy Mandoyan said in the year 2006 he was assigned to the Inmate Reception Center 


εν 
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where he worked for one year. He said he then transferred to patrol at the West 
Hollywood Sheriff Station in the year 2007, and remained until transferring to South Los 
Angeles Station in February of 2013. Не stated he has been a training officer for the past 
three years while at the South Los Angeles Sheriff Station. 


Deputy Mandoyan stated he is currently assigned to the South Los Angeles Station's 
“Summer Enforcement Crime Suppression” team with his partner Deputy Sean Kusiak. 
He said they were both assigned to the team during the first week of June. He said the 
“summer enforcement” team’s mission is to improve the quality life for the local 
community. 


Deputy Mandoyan said on Friday, June 21, 2013, he started his shift at 1600 hours, 
where his shift hours were from 1600 hours to 0200 hours, a ten hour shift. Detectives 
observed he was dressed іп a tan, long sleeve class "A" Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department button up shirt, with Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department patches on 
both sleeves. His badge was pinned to the left breast area, and a name tag on the right 
breast of his shirt. 


Detectives noted Deputy Mandoyan was wearing a department approved web Sam 
Browne. He said his duty weapon was his own “Heckler and Koch USP” .45 caliber 
pistol, seated in a holster on the right side of his Sam Brown. Attached to his gun was a 
tactical flashlight. He stated he carries a “Smith and Wesson,” 2 inch revolver inside the 
rear left pants pocket of his green class “A” pants. He stated he was wearing his body 
armor vest. 


Deputy Mandoyan stated during the night of the shooting being investigated, he was 
assigned to South Los Angeles Unit 30W4, pm shift, with his partner Deputy Kusiak. He 
was driving a marked black and white Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department patrol 
vehicle, with an emergency light bar on the roof of the vehicle, a radio, an MDT and other 
standard equipment. 


Deputy Mandoyan said at approximately 2130 hours, he was driving, with Deputy Kusiak 
as the passenger, northbound Vermont Avenue, in the area of 95" and 96" Streets. He 
said he saw a gold or silver color vehicle also traveling northbound on Vermont Avenue, 
approximately a half block directly in front of their patrol vehicle. He saw the vehicle 
make a sudden lane change from the #3 lane to the #1 lane, and then made a second 
lane change from the #1 lane back to the #3 lane. He said on both occasions the vehicle 
failed to signal prior to making the lane changes. The vehicle then entered the center 
medium at 92° Street and turned southbound onto Vermont Avenue, failing to stop for 
the posted stop sign. 
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Deputy Mandoyan said the vehicle then drove southbound Vermont Avenue. He said 
based on the vehicle code violations observed, he attempted to catch up to and stop the 
vehicle. He said the vehicle then entered the gutter lane and began to pass vehicles that 
were also traveling southbound on Vermont Avenue, and said the vehicle made several 
additional unsafe lane changes. 


Deputy Mandoyan said he was able to maneuver the patrol car in a position to stop the 
vehicle and activated the vehicle's overhead red and blue lights in the area of 95™ Street 
and Vermont Avenue. The vehicle the accelerated and continued southbound Vermont 
Avenue, approximately two to three car lengths in front of the patrol car. Deputy 
Mandoyan stated he could see the vehicle was occupied by three individuals, once they 
illuminated the vehicle with their spotlights. 

Deputy Mandoyan said the vehicle failed to pull over and sped up to 55 to 60 mph’s and 
pulled away from the patrol car. He said they were unable to run the vehicle’s license 
plate because the Mobile Digital Computer system was down for all county units. He 
said Deputy Kusiak then advised over Sheriff's radio that they were now іп pursuit of a 
reckless drunk driver. The vehicle then made a sudden right turn onto 101° Street and 
then a quick southbound turn in the north/south alley, just west of Vermont Avenue. 


Deputy Mandoyan said the vehicle traveled southbound in the alley at a high rate of 
speed, and while doing so, was driving so fast that vehicle hit a bump and went airborne. 
He stated when the car landed he saw sparks created from the vehicle hitting the ground 
at apron of the alley of 102"? Street. 


Deputy Mandoyan stated he slowed his vehicle down when he reached the apron, so he 
would not damage the patrol car. Не said the vehicle continued through 102NP Street 
and then turned westbound 10379 Street. He stated when the vehicle was turning 
westbound onto 10379 Street, he saw two front doors of the vehicle open up. He stated 
they lost sight of the vehicle for a short time, but reacquired the vehicle a short time later. 
He said the vehicle then turned northbound on Budlong Avenue, failing to stop for the 
posted stop sign. 


Deputy Mandoyan stated the vehicle then made a westbound turn on 102 Street. He 
said he could. see that the doors of the vehicle were open, giving him the impression that 
the suspects were getting ready to flee from the vehicle. He said as the vehicle drove 
westbound, the vehicle made a hard right turn and drove up and onto the north curb and 
sidewalk of 10274 Street, where the vehicle stopped and came to a rest against a chain 
link fence. He said he saw the two front doors and the rear driver side door of the vehicle 
open. 
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Deputy Mandoyan stopped the patrol car in the middle of 102% Street and quickly exited 


the vehicle, standing in the apex of the driver door and door frame of the patrol car. He 
said he removed his weapon and saw the driver and the rear passenger of the vehicle 
start to run in a southwest direction, toward the south sidewalk. He stated he gave both 
suspects commands to stop, however they failed to comply. Не stated when these two 
suspects were running, they were both holding their waistband area, which gave him the 
impression they might be armed. 


Deputy Mandoyan said he next saw the front passenger exit the vehicle and saw him run 
around to the rear portion of the car. He stated the other two suspects had disappeared 
and now his attention was focused on the third suspect who was now running westbound 
on the north side of the street. He then saw the suspect turn to his right and extend his 
right arm back in the direction of Deputy Kusiak, while he continued to ruh in a west 
direction. He stated the suspect was near a Cadillac Escalade and a palm tree when he 
made these observations. 


Deputy Mandoyan stated he moved approximately 5' south of his patrol car, so he could 
see the suspect. He pointed his gun in the direction of the suspect and activated the 
flashlight that is affixed to his gun. As the suspect continued to turn towards Deputy 
Kusiak, Deputy Mandoyan saw a dark object in the suspect's right hand that he 
recognized as a handgun. Fearing for the safety of his partner, Deputy Mandoyan began 
to squeeze the trigger of his gun and at that time heard Deputy Kusiak firing his gun. 
Deputy Mandoyan then fired two rounds from his hand gun in the direction of the suspect 
to stop the threat against Deputy Kusiak. He stated his gunshots and Deputy Kusiak's 
gunshots were simultaneous. 


Deputy Mandoyan said when he fired his gun; the suspect was near a palm tree, running 
westbound on the north sidewalk. He stated he moved in a southwest direction and 
could hear Deputy Kusiak giving the suspect orders to stop. 


Deputy Mandoyan said he lost sight of the suspect for a moment, so he moved to his 
south to get a better angel and visual on the suspect. He said he then saw the suspect 
lying on some grass between the north curb and sidewalk. He stated Deputy Kusiak was 
to his immediate right, and parallel to him. 


Deputy Mandoyan said he heard Deputy Kusiak advise over the radio that they had been 
involved in a deputy involved shooting. He said he advised responding units of the two 
additional suspects who had run southbound and requested a containment to be 
established. 
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Deputy Mandoyan said as they were approaching the suspect, he illuminated the suspect 
with his flashlight and saw him toss the gun into the street with his left hand. Deputy 
Mandoyan stated he could also hear the gun impact the street as they approached. 


Deputy Mandoyan said he and Deputy Kusiak approached the suspect from the south 
side of the street, while at the same time assisting units began to arrive on scene. He 
said assisting units handcuffed the suspect. They also identified and secured the 
suspect's handgun that was located in the street, approximately 8’ south of where the 
suspect was lying. 


Deputy Mandoyan described the driver of the vehicle as a male Black, 20 to 22 years old, 
wearing a black or dark color sweatshirt and beige pants. He said the second passenger 
who fled was described as a male Black, wearing a red sweatshirt and dark pants. 


Deputy Mandoyan said he was very familiar with area where the shooting occurred, and 
said he knows this particular area was claimed by the criminal street gang “102 Budlong 
Gangsta Crips.” He said the area is a high crime area, also known for drug sales. 


Deputy Mandoyan stated when he saw the suspect turn and point the gun in the direction 
in Deputy Kusaik, he felt fear and disbelief. He stated Deputy Kusaik is a tall and big 
person and felt he was a large target for the suspect to shoot at. Не reiterated that the 
two basically shot at the same time. He stated at one point in time Deputy Kusiak was 
telling the suspect to “drop the gun drop the gun, let me see your hands” and then heard 
one additional gunshot. Deputy Mandoyan stated he did not see anyone else on the 
street during the time of the shooting. 


Detectives asked Deputy Mandoyan to remove his duty weapon and to describe what he 
was doing for the record. He removed the gun from his holster and removed the 
magazine clip within the gun. He read Detectives the serial number of his gun 
(CFY3398) and rendered the gun safe. He ejected one bullet from the gun’s chamber 
and next removed nine live bullets from the magazine. He told Detectives that he carries 
his weapon with one bullet in the chamber and twelve bullets in the magazine he carries 
his gun on the “safe” position. He said he carries two additional magazines, each 
containing twelve bullets in an ammunition pouch, affixed to his gun belt, which was 
verified by Detectives. 


Detectives took possession of Deputy Mandoyan’s “Heckler and Koch USP” .45 caliber 


pistol (Evidence Held Item F1) along with the magazine that was seated in the magazine 
well. Detectives placed the (10) live .45 cartridge cases back into the magazine.

Deputy Mandoyan removed his back-up weapon from his rear pants pocket and identified 
the revolver a “Smith and Wesson,” Model 640, 5 shot, revolver, with Serial ZCFY3398. 
The gun was loaded with 5 live .38 caliber bullets. 


Deputy Mandoyan stated he did not hear the suspect make any statements, nor did he 
recognize him or his name, “Mark Beasley” from any previous contacts. 


The interview with Deputy Mandoyan concluded. 


On Saturday, June 22, 2013, at approximately 0326 hours, Detectives Ewing and 
Cochran interviewed DEPUTY SEAN KUSIAK inside a conference room at the station. 
Also present during the interview was Attorney Erica Gurrola from the law firm of Green 
and Shinee. The interview was audio recorded and a summation of the interview is as 
follows. 


Deputy Kusiak stated he has been a Deputy Sheriff for six years, and prior to becoming a 
Deputy Sheriff, he was a Custody Assistant for one and a half years. He said he 
graduated from Los Angeles County Sheriff s Academy in December of 2006 (class 353). 
He said he was then assigned to Pitchess Detention Center East Facility for two years 
and then transferred to the North County Correctional Facility where he worked for three 
years. he said in September of 2012, he was assigned to patrol at the South Los 
Angeles Sheriff's Station where he completed his patrol training. 


Detectives noted Deputy Kusiak was wearing a long sleeve class “A” shirt and green 
class “A” pants. His shirt had two Sheriff's patches on both shoulders and his badge was 
pinned to his left breast area, and a name tag on his right breast. He stated he was 
wearing the same clothes that he had on during the shooting. He told Detectives that he 
carries a county issued Beretta 9mm pistol, with tactical flashlight attached to the weapon. 
He said he also was carrying a 2 inch .38 caliber revolver in his front left pants pocket. 
Noted on Deputy Kusiak's gun belt he carries a double magazine holder, along with a 
single magazine holder. He also had a Sheriff Department's handheld radio (#11580), a 
baton holder, small flashlight holder, and two handcuff cases. 


Deputy Kusiak stated on the evening of the shooting being investigated, he was partners 


with Deputy Mandoyan and the two started their shift at 1600 hours. He said their shift 
was scheduled to end at 0200 hours. 
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Deputy Kusiak said prior to the shooting there were no notable events during their shift. 
He said they were driving northbound on Vermont Avenue, near 9279 Street, when they 
observed a vehicle driving erratically in front of their marked black and white patrol car. 
He described the vehicle as a silver Buick. He stated the Buick made several unsafe 
lane changes and then made a U-turn at 92“ Street and continued southbound on 
Vermont Avenue. As the Buick turned southbound on Vermont Avenue, Deputy Kusiak 
said he could see the Buick was occupied with three individuals. 


Deputy Kusiak said they followed the Buick and continued to watch it make several more 
erratic lane changes. He said based on their observations of the traffic violations, they 
believed the driver of the Buick may be intoxicated. He said they activated the overhead 
red/blue lights affixed to the top of their patrol vehicle and attempted to stop the Buick. 
He said the Buick sped up and turned westbound on 101% Street and then made a quick 
southbound turn in the north/south alley. He said the Buick drove at a high rate of speed 
and then turned westbound onto 103™ Street. He said when the Buick was turning 
westbound onto 10374 Street, he could see the driver’s door open, giving him the 
impression that the driver was going to “bailout” of the vehicle. 

Deputy Kusiak said the Buick continued westbound on 103"? Street and turned 
northbound on Budlong Avenue. He said as the Buick turned north on Budlong Avenue, 
it slowed and the driver's door again opened for a second time. He said the Buick sped 
up and turned westbound onto 10279 Street, where it made a sudden right turn and drove 
up and onto the north curb and sidewalk, colliding with a metal chain link fence. 


Deputy Kusiak exited the patrol car and removed his duty weapon. He said the Buick 
(suspect's car) was now somewhat perpendicular to the street and their patrol car, with 
the passenger side of the Buick now facing him. He saw two male Black adults exit the 
driver's side of the vehicle and start to run in a westbound direction. He said he then saw 
a male Black adult wearing a red t-shirt exit the front passenger door of the Buick and run 
around to the rear of the Buick, then ran westbound on the north side of 102"? Street. 


Deputy Kusiak gave him several verbal commands to stop. The suspect ignored his 
commands and turned his upper body to the right, toward Deputy Kusiak and was holding 
a handgun in his right hand. He said the suspect began to raise and point the gun in his 
direction. Deputy Kusiak said the suspect was approximately 15' to his west when he 
made these observations, and the suspect was continuing to run in a westbound 
direction. Deputy Kusiak said he feared for his life, when he fired approximately eight 
times, from his department issued 9mm Beretta semi-auto pistol, in the direction of the 
suspect. He estimated the distance between he and the suspect was 20 to 25 feet. 
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Deputy Kusiak told Detectives that he thought the suspect was going to try to shoot him 
and/or his partner. Deputy Kusiak stated he was not sure where the suspect retrieved the 
gun, but thought it might be from his waistband or front pants pocket. 


Deputy Kusiak stated the suspect was running toward a Cadillac Escalade and a large 
tree where he thought the suspect was going to obtain cover. He said it happened so 
quickly that he only had one hand on his firearm, and was unabie to engage the suspect in 
the sights of his gun. 


Deputy Kusiak said the suspect then ran behind a tree, where he briefly lost sight of the 
suspect. Deputy Kusiak said he moved forward (west) to the suspects Buick, and 
positioned himself behind the passenger side of the Buick, beside the engine block. He 
said he then advised Sheriff Communication Center (S.C.C.) that he had been involved in 
8 shooting. He saw the suspect fall to the ground and was now lying down on the grass 
parkway that was between the north curb and sidewalk. He said the suspect's head was 
to the west and his feet were to the east. 


Deputy Kusiak said he illuminated the suspect with the flashlight affixed to his gun. He 
could see the suspect was lying on his stomach, and couldn't see his hands. He said he 
ordered the suspect to place his hands out where he could see them. He stated the 
complied with his orders and placed his hands out to his side, approximately 5” above the 
ground. He could see the suspect raise and turn his head and look in his direction. He 
could see the suspect's hands and no longer saw the gun in his hand. He said the 
suspect then suddenly reached into waistband area. Deputy Kusiak said he feared the 
suspect was attempting to rearm himself and possibly shoot him, so he fired one more 
round from his gun towards the suspect. He said the suspect then quickly placed his 
hands out to his side and above the ground, with his fingers spread open. 


Deputy Kusiak said he could see the suspect was no longer armed. He stated he 
conducted a tactical reload after firing his last round. He said assisting units began to 
arrive on scene, west of their location, where deputies began to approach the suspect on 
foot. 


Deputy Kusiak said he believed it was Sergeant Eads and Deputy Brian Smith who 
arrived on scene and handcuffed the suspect. He said to avoid a crossfire situation with 
deputies arriving west of them, he positioned himself to the south side of the street to 
cover the suspect. He said while on the south side of the street, he could see a black 
handgun in the street, just south of where the suspect was lying on the grass. 


Deputy Kusiak stated he did not see any other citizens on the street during the time of the 
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shooting. He said the only car door he saw open prior to the car coming to a stop was 
the driver’s door. He was asked if he noticed anyone of the occupants of the suspect’s 
car lose a shoe, and he said he did not see the driver of the car lose his shoe. He said he 
saw a shoe in the middle of the street after the incident, but did not know how it got there. 


Deputy Kusiak stated he is familiar with the area where the incident occurred and knows 
the criminal street gang that claims the area is known as “102 Budlong Gangsta Crips.” 


Detectives asked Deputy Kusiak how he normally carries his gun, on or off safe and how 
many live cartridge cases in his gun. He said he carries his weapon on “safe” with 15 live 
cartridge cases in the magazine and one in the chamber of the weapon. 


Detectives asked Deputy Kusiak to remove his duty weapon and to describe what he was 
doing for the record. He then removed his Beretta pistol and read Detectives the serial 
number (Н454522) and next removed the magazine from the weapon. Detectives noted 
the magazine contained (15) live “Win 9mm Luger” cartridge cases, and one additional 
“Win 9mm Luger” cartridge case was removed from the chamber of the gun. Deputy 
Kusiak removed the two remaining magazines from his gun belt where Detectives noted 
each magazine displayed that they each contained 15 live cartridge cases. 


Deputy Kusiak then removed his “Smith and Wesson,” 2 inch revolver, Serial #DBB2864, 
from his pants pocket. He showed Detectives that it was loaded with (5) live bullets. 


Detectives took possession of Deputy Kusiak’s “Beretta” 9mm Luger caliber pistol, 
semiautomatic, model 92FS, Serial # H454522 (Evidence Held Item F2) along with the 
magazine that was seated in the magazine well. Detectives placed the (15) live cartridge 
cases back into the magazine, and the remaining live cartridge case was also placed ina 
large envelope with the pistol and magazine. 


The interview with Deputy Kusiak concluded. 


Detectives contacted Deputy Gomez at the South Los Angeles Sheriff Station, who said 
Suspect Beasley was about to be released from treatment at Centinela Hospital Medical 
Center, Inglewood., and was asking direction as what to charge the suspect with. He 
was told that Suspect Beasley was on active parole, and for now, to book him for a parole 
violation based on the circumstances, and to obtain a parole hold for him. He was told 
Detectives would seek criminal charges at a later time. 


Deputy Gomez advised Detectives that Suspect Beasley was booked for a parole 
violation, and a “no bail” parole hold was placed on the suspect. He said Suspect 
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Beasley will either given an “okay to book” or will be transferred to the jail ward at the Los 
Angeles County USC Medical Center in Los Angeles. 


On Saturday, June 22, 2013, at approximately 0440 hours, Detectives returned to the 
scene of the shooting which was still being processed by Detectives Martinez and Brown, 
along with members of the Crime Lab. Detectives exchanged information about the 
investigation, and Detectives learned that the search of the outstanding suspect 
concluded, without locating the suspects. 


While at the scene, Detectives met with Crime Lab Firearms Deputy John Vanderschaaf, 
who agreed to take possession of both Deputies Mandoyan and Kusiak's handguns 
(Evidence Held Items F1 and F2), he did so at 0445 hours. 


Detectives responded to the Centinela Hospital Medical Center, Inglewood, and 
contacted Deputies Smith and Ortiz, who were maintaining security of Suspect Beasley. 
Detectives were told that Suspect Beasely had sustained a gunshot wound to his left calf, 
and hospital staff was preparing to have him transferred via ambulance to the Los 
Angeles County USC Medical Center, Jail Medical Ward. Detectives were also told 
Suspect Beasley was awake and able to talk to Detectives. 


On Saturday, June 22, 2013, at approximately 0510 hours, Detectives interviewed 
SUSPECT MARK TYRON BEASLEY inside a room in the emergency room area of the 
hospital. The interview was audio recorded and a summation of the interview is as 
follows. 


Detectives noted Suspect Beasley was awake and alert, and his lower left leg was 
wrapped in bandaging. Detectives told him that they were investigating the shooting 
incident and that Detectives wanted to interview him. Detective Sergeant Ewing advised 
him of his “Miranda Rights,” to which he said he understood his rights and agreed to talk 
to Detectives without an attorney. 


Detectives asked Suspect Beasley if he was on parole and he said he was, and said his 
Parole Officer was Agent Hambrick out of the Compton Parole Office. He said he was in 
prison for a Mand was going to be discharged from parole in December 2013. Не 
was asked how he got shot in the calf and he said he was walking from the bus stop at 
104% or 106" and was walking on 10274 Street to his girlfriend г... һоиве. 
Не said he heard and saw а car being chased, then heard gun shots and was shot. He 
said he was not in the car that was being chased. He was asked if he saw anyone get 
out of the car and he said he didn’t see anyone get out of the car. 
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Detectives asked him if he was a gang member from “10 Duece Budlong Crips” and he 
denied being a gang member, but admitted to being affiliated with them. 


As a ruse to get Suspect Beasley to talk about his involvement, he was told his 
fingerprints and DNA was found inside the silver Buick, and was asked if he had ever 
been inside the Buick, at which time he answered yes. He then told Detectives he knew 
the Buick belonged to “Dante,” and said on the day he went to jail, between June 8 to 
June 12 2013, then changed the date to May 2013. He said he was in the front 
passenger seat, and “Dante” took him to get his card when h was 
arrested. 


Detectives confronted Suspect Beasley about telling the truth, he was asked what he and 
his friends were doing in the car, and was asked why he had a gun. He again denied 
being in the car and also denied having a gun. As a ruse, he was told his DNA was on 
the gun, and was again asked to tell Detectives the truth. He again denied having 
possession of the gun. He was asked who ran from the Buick and he said he saw them 
take three people from the car. He was asked who ran from the car, and he said he 
didn'tknow. He was asked if “Dante” was the driver of the “Buick” and he paused, then 
answered yes. He said he saw “Dante” run past him. He said he knew that “Dante” was 

a “ten deuce Budlong Crip,” and said he knew the neighborhood he was in when he was 
i was the "ten deuce neighborhood." 


Detectives asked Suspect Beasley what "Dante" was wearing and he said he wasn't sure 
but thought he was wearing a white t-shirt and blue jeans. He was told it was important 
to tell Detectives the truth, and was again asked why he was in the Buick, and why he had 
the gun. Suspect Beasley again denied being in the Buick, and again denied having the 
gun. 


Detectives told him they would contact him later, and advised him he was going to be 
booked for a parole violation at the jail ward, and the interview concluded. He was 
subsequently transferred to the Los Angeles County USC Medical Center's jail ward, 
where he was booked on a parole violation. 


On Sunday, June 23, 2013, Deputy John Vanderschaaf telephoned Detective Ewing and 
advised him that he had completed the test firing of both Deputies Mandoyan and 
Kusiak's handguns, and said the handguns were ready to be returned. 


Detective Ewing picked the weapons up from the Sheriffs Crime Lab and drove them to 


South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station, and released the handguns (Evidence Held Items F1 
and F2) to Sergeant Leonardo Vallozzi. 
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On Monday, June 24, 2013, at 1100 hours, Detectives arrived at South Los Angeles 
Sheriff Station Operation Safe Streets Bureau’s office and spoke with Detective Gene 
Takashima. He told Detectives that “ten deuce budlong gansta crips” was an active 
criminal street gang, feuding with several local gangs. He said Suspect Beasley was 
documented as a gunshot victim in a Sheriffs Department complaint report under file 
number 912-00552-0372-051, dated 4-3-12. Detectives were provided with a copy of 
the complaint report and supplementary reports. He said on 4-2-2012 at approximately 
2136 hours, Beasley was in front of E Street, with MY when both of 
them were shot by gang members from “Hoover Crips” criminal street gang. He said 
Beasley was shot in the right middle finger and was shot in the right leg, lower 
back, left hand and left ankle. He said the case was an active investigation, being 
investigated by OSS Detective Derek White. B 


Detective Takashima said that he was present with Detective White for the investigation 
where both Beasley and ШІШЕ were shot. He said both Beasley and ΕΠΗ self- 
admitted on several occasions to OSS Detectives to being active gang members from the 
criminal street gang “ten deuce Budlong gangster crips.” He said that Dante Udell 
Sudduth was an active gang member from the “ten deuce Budlong gangster crips,” 
known as “baby hump.” 


Detective Takashima told Detectives that it was speculation only, but when Deputies 
Mondoyan and Kusiak first observed the silver Buick making a u-turn at 9274 Street, they 
were in the area claimed by the criminal street gang “Hoover Crips.” He said it was 
probable that they were up in that area to do a retaliation shooting for the 4-2-2012 
shooting incident where Suspect Beasley and И were victims. 


Detectives asked Detective Gene Takashima to prepare a photo array containing a 
photograph of Suspect Sudduth and five other similar looking individuals, and he did so. 


On Monday, June 24, 2013, at approximately 1245 hours, Detectives met with Deputy 
Mandoyan at South Los Angeles Sheriff Station and showed him the photo array 
containing Suspect Sudduth who was positioned in photograph #2. Deputy Mandoyan 
picked out Suspect Sudduth and indicated he was the driver of the vehicle, and the 
individual who ran west from the vehicle. Prior to showing Deputy Mandoyan the photo 
array, he was presented with photographic show-up admonition form. He read and 
signed the admonition form. 


On Tuesday, June 25, 2013, at approximately 0945 hours, Detective Ewing contacted 
California State Parole Agent Lawrence Hambrick, the parole agent assigned to Suspect 
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Beasley. Detective Ewing advised Agent Hambrick of the facts of the case, at which time 
Agent Hambrick stated he would prepare a report and violate Suspect Beasley's parole. 


On Tuesday, June 25, 2013, at approximately 0950 hours, Detective Ewing contacted 
California State Parole Agent Taliuta Viliamu, the parole agent assigned to Suspect 
Sudduth. Detective Ewing advised Agent Viliamu of the facts of the case, at which time 
Agent Viliamu stated she would issue a parole violation arrest warrant for Suspect 
Sudduth. 


On Wednesday, June 26, 2013, Detective Ewing prepared a search warrant for the 2001 
Buick, California license 20 for DNA saliva samples to be provided by 
Suspect Beasley and Suspect Sudduth. The search warrant was signed by Judge Karla 
Kerlin who is assigned to the East Los Angeles Court. 


On Wednesday, June 26, 2013, at 1300 hours, Detectives arrives at “B & H Tow’, located 
at 225 West La Brea Boulevard, Inglewood to process and collect evidence from the silver 
Buick, with California License IN Evidence Held Item #14). Present from the 
Crime Lab to process and collect evidence from the suspect vehicle was FIS Michael 
Bayer and Criminalist Cristina Gonzalez and Criminalist Eileen Krokugger. 


At the conclusion of overall photographs of the Buick, Criminalist Cristina Gonzalez 
documented and collected swabs from the interior door handles, arm rests, pulls and the 
steering wheel of the Buick (refer to Evidence Held Items CCG #1 thru #5). Also 
documented, photographed and collected were the following items: a black knit beanie 
cap from the front driver seat (Evidence Held Item #31); a grey t-shirt from the front 
passenger seat (Evidence Held Item #32); a black knit beanie cap from the rear 
passenger, passenger side seat (Evidence Held Item #33); a black jacket on the rear 
passenger seat behind the driver (Evidence Held Item #34); a grey and black t-shirt on 
the rear passenger seat behind the driver (Evidence Held Item #35); a black “Laker” ball 
cap on the rear passenger floorboard, behind the driver (Evidence Held Item #36); a 
cigarette butt on the rear passenger, passenger side floorboard (Evidence Held Item 
#37); a black bi-fold type men’s wallet belonging to Suspect Sudduth in the center 
console (Evidence Held Item #38); (4) photographs of gang members found in the 
center console (Evidence Held Item #39); a black bi-fold type men’s wallet belonging to 
Suspect Beasley in the dash glove box (Evidence Held Item #40) and a black "Huawei" 
cellular telephone in the dash glove box (Evidence Held Item #41). 


Crimianlist Cristina Gonzalez took possession of Evidence Items CCG31 thru #5, the 


clothing items Evidence Items #31 thru #36, and the cigarette butt #37, to be further 
processed atthe Crime Lab. Detectives also gave her a paper bag containing a baseball 
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Cap, Crime Lab receipt #K307381 (Evidence Held ltem #30) collected by Detective 
Labbe, and to be further processed at the Crime Lab. 


Detectives took possession of the wallets, cellular telephone, and photographs (Evidence 
Held Items #38 thru #41. The wallets and photographs were booked into the Homicide 
Evidence Locker and the cellular telephone will remain with the Detectives case file for 
further investigation. 


On Wednesday, June 26, 2013, at approximately 1630 hours, Detective Ewing received a 
telephone call from Deputy Mandoyan. He told Detective Ewing that today (June 26, 
2013) itwas he and Deputy Kusiak’s first day back to work since the shooting. He stated 
during their shift they were assigned to the same vehicle they were driving the night of the 
shooting, and it was approximately twenty minutes into their shift when he (Deputy 
Mandoyan) found an expended .45 caliber cartridge casing in the front passenger door 
handle. He was told Detective Ewing would respond to collect the expended cartridge 
casing. 


Detective Ewing responded to South Los Angeles Sheriffs Station and photographed, 
documented and took custody of the expended .45 caliber cartridge case (Evidence 
Held Item #42). The expended cartridge case had the same head stamp as the other 
two expended .45 caliber cartridge cases that were recovered from the scene of the 
shooting. Deputy Mandoyan stated the vehicle had not been in service since the | 
shooting. 


On Monday, July 1, 2013, at approximately 1300 hours, Detective Ewing contacted 
Suspect Beasley at the Los Angeles County - University of Southern California (U.S.C.) 
Medical Center jail ward. Detective Ewing advised Suspect Beasley that he had a 
search warrant to obtain an oral saliva DNA sample. Suspect Beasley complied and 
placed to swabs in his mouth to obtain the sample, and returned them to sterol packaging 
(Evidence Held Item #43). 


On Monday, July 1, 2013, at 1325 hours, Detective Ewing arrived at the Sheriff's Crime 
Lab, and booked the Oral saliva sample from Suspect Beasley (Evidence Held Item #43). 


This investigation is continuing with additional supplementary reports to follow.

Your affiant had previously been assigned 
to Century Station Detective Bureau as a supervisor for two years. Prior to being 
assigned to Century Station your affiant had been assigned to Narcotics Bureau for nine 
years. You affiant has investigated and assisted on assault and homicide cases, and 
has arrested numerous people for these offenses. Your affiant has interviewed 
hundreds of suspects and witnesses regarding, narcotics, theft, crimes against persons, 
assault and homicide cases, and has questioned them concerning the manner in which 
they commit their crimes, dispose of or hide evidence, and avoid discovery by law 
enforcement in order to avoid prosecution. Your affiant has attended twelve 


postmortem examinations (autopsies). 


Your affiant has testified as an expert in the field of narcotics in municipal and superior 


courts. Your affiant has testified at four murder trials.

STATEMENT OF PROBABLE CAUSE 


On June 21, 2013, your affiant (hereafter referred to in the first person 1, Me) was 
assigned to investigate a deputy involved shooting that occurred at W 


Street, Los Angeles. 


On June 21, 2013, at approximately 2330 hours | arrived at the command post located 
at Los Angeles County Fire Station #14, located on the corner of Normandie Avenue 


and West 108" Street, Los Angeles. - 


| received a briefing from Deputies Josh Kelley-Eklund and Samuel Gomez. | was told 
that Deputies Caren Mandoyan and Sean Kusiak were assigned to the South Los 
Angeles Sheriff's Station Summer Enforcement Team and the two had been involved in 


a shooting. 


Deputies Mandoyan and Kusiak were on routine patrol northbound on Vermont Avenue 
when they saw а 2001 Buick, California license plate so traveling 
northbound Vermont Avenue. The deputies saw the vehicle make several unsafe lane 
changes and then make a u-turn while failing to stop for a posted stop sign at 92ND 


Street. 


The deputies followed the vehicle and attempted to initiate a traffic stop, by activating 
their vehicle's overhead lights. The vehicle failed to stop and a pursuit ensued. 
During the pursuit the deputies identified three individuals inside the vehicle. They 
noticed on several occasions that the doors of the Buick would open, giving the 


deputies the impression that the suspects were going to "bail out" of the vehicle and 
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take off on foot. 


The vehicle turned westbound on 102*” Street from Budlong Avenue and then made a 
sudden right turn, striking and driving up onto the curb and sidewalk and then coming to 
rest against a chain link fence. This area where the vehicle came to rest is claimed by 


the criminal street gang 10-Duece Budlong Gangsta’s crips. 


The three suspects quickly exited the car and began to flee the area. The deputies 
noticed that the front passenger was holding a black color handgun in his right hand and 
turned towards the deputies, pointing the gun in the direction of Deputy Kusiak. 

Fearing for his life, Deputy Kusiak fired ten times from his department issued 9mm 
Beretta pistol and Deputy Mandoyan fired two times from his personally owned .45 
caliber pistol. One of the bullets from the deputy's guns struck the suspect, later 
identified as Mark Beasley in the lower left leg. The suspect fell to the ground and was 
taken into custody. A blue steel Kel-Tek 9mm semi-auto pistol was found lying in the 


street, near Suspect Beasley. 


Suspect Beasley was transported to Centinela Hospital, in the city of Inglewood. The 
other two suspects who fled from the vehicle were never apprehended. A check of 
Suspect Beasley's criminal history revealed that he is currently on parole for Ml 


and is a documented member of the 10-Duece Budlong Gangsta Crips. 


A check of the vehicle's (2001 Buick MM icense plate revealed the vehicle is 


currently registered to MM residing at Bn the city of 


ПИШЕ | was advised that Deputy Jesse Zuniga, assigned to Lakewood Sheriff's 


Station drove to the above location and contacted W WE vis. EE 


stated that she owned the vehicle, but her son Dante Sudduth was driving the vehicle. 


A check of Dante Sudduth’s criminal history revealed that he is currently on parole for

robbery and he is a documented member of the criminal street gang 10-Duece Budlong 


Gangsta Crips. 


I, along with Sergeant Cochran drove to Centinela Hospital and contacted Suspect 


2N Street when he heard the noise of sirens 


Beasley. He stated he was walking on 10 
coming from a police vehicle. He saw the police car was following a vehicle that he 
had never seen before. He said the vehicle crashed and the police started shooting, 
striking him in the leg. | asked him if he was in the vehicle and he stated no. | then 
advised him that his finger prints were found inside the vehicle. He then changed his 
story and stated his friend Dante owns the vehicle and he (Beasley) had been inside the 
vehicle approximately one month ago. | then asked him if he was holding a gun before 
he was shot. He stated no. | told him that his DNA was found on the gun. He stated 


he didn't know how his DNA was found on the gun. 


On June 24, 2013, | showed Deputy Mandoyan an array of photos containing six 
photos. One photo was a picture Dante Sudduth who was in position #2 and five other 
similar looking male Black adults. Deputy Mandoyan picked the photo of Dante 
Sudduth and indicated he was the driver of the vehicle. Both Deputies Mandoyan and 
Kusiak indicated that Suspect Beasley was the person who pointed the gun at Deputy 


Kusiak.

Due to the limited number of types detected, no conclusion can be made about their source.

The 
Identifiler Direct PCR Amplification Kit was used for reference samples in the development of 15 Short 
Tandem Repeat (STR) loci and Amelogenin, a gender identifying locus. The laboratory control samples 
yielded the expected results.

The following is a verbatim statement from the District Attorney's Letter of 
Opinion. 


"The evidence examined shows that Beasley was a passenger in a vehicle that 
fled from deputies as they attempted to conduct a traffic stop. When the fleeing 
vehicle crashed, Beasley exited the vehicle carrying a firearm. Despite being 
ordered to stop, Beasley pointed the firearm in the direction of Kusiak, leaving 
Kusiak and Mandoyan with only a split-second to respond. Kusiak and 
Mandoyan acted lawfully by using force to end the deadly threat Beasley posed. 
After this initial shooting, Beasley continued to flee. When he reached toward 
his waistband, Kusiak was placed in reasonable fear that Beasley was again 
arming himself with a firearm. Kusiak's further use of deadly force was 
objectively reasonable under those circumstances."

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the June 21, 2013, non-fatal shooting of Mark Beasley, by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s (LASD) Deputies Caren Mandoyan and Sean Kusiak. We have determined that 
Deputies Mandoyan and Kusiak acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of another. 


The District Attorney Command Center was notified of this shooting on June 21, 2013, at 
approximately 10:30 p.m. The District Attorney Response Team (DART), consisting of 
Assistant Head Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby, District Attorney Supervising 
Investigator Lawrence Dimmick and District Attorney Senior Investigator Armando Alvarado 
responded to the scene. They were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the 
incident and a walk-through of the shooting scene. 


The following analysis is based upon investigative reports, analyzed evidence reports and 
witness statements taken during the investigation by the LASD and submitted to this office by 
Detective Jeff Cochran, LASD Homicide Bureau. No compelled statements were considered for 
purposes of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On June 21, 2013, Deputies Mandoyan and Kusiak were on patrol in a marked LASD vehicle. 
Mandoyan was driving and Kusiak was the front passenger. Both deputies were dressed in full 
LASD uniforms. At approximately 9:26 p.m., the deputies were driving north on Vermont 
Avenue when they saw a silver Buick driving erratically in front of them. At 92" Street, the 
Buick made a u-turn without coming to a complete stop at the stop sign. 


The deputies also made a u-turn at 9274 Street and activated their emergency lights. The Buick 
failed to yield and a vehicle pursuit ensued. During the course of the pursuit, the Buick 


Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center 
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accelerated to approximately 60 mph on residential streets. The Buick also slowed a number of 
times and the doors opened, leading the deputies to believe the occupants of the Buick were 
preparing to abandon the vehicle and flee on foot. 


The Buick eventually turned west onto 10214 Street, drove over the north curb line and collided 
with a chain link fence where it came rest. The LASD vehicle stopped approximately 20 feet 
behind the Buick. The driver and the rear driver’s side passenger exited the Buick and fled on 
foot. The front passenger, Mark Beasley, exited the Buick holding a handgun. He crossed 
behind the Buick and began to flee west on 10274 Street. Deputy Kusiak exited the passenger’s 
side door and Mandoyan exited the driver’s side door. The deputies commanded Beasley to stop 
but Beasley ignored their commands and continued to flee. 


As Beasley fled, he turned his upper body to the right toward Kusiak and raised his right hand 
pointing the handgun toward Kusiak who was approximately 15 feet behind Beasley. Fearing he 
was about to be shot, Kusiak fired several times at Beasley. Simultaneously, Mandoyan, who 
was slightly south of Kusick, fired at Beasley. Beasley continued to run west down the north 
sidewalk of 102" Street reaching a location of cover between a parked SUV and a large palm 
tree. 


Kusiak moved west, away from the patrol car to a location near the abandoned Buick. He saw 
Beasley fall to the ground between the sidewalk and the curb. Kusiak illuminated Beasley with 
the tactical flashlight affixed to his gun. Beasley was lying on his stomach with his hands 
underneath him. Kusiak ordered Beasley to put his hands where Kusiak could see them. 

Beasley initially complied, but then reached his right hand towards his waistband. Believing 
Beasley was again arming himself, Kusiak fired one additional round. Beasely then extended his 
hands away from his body and was detained without further incident. 


Beasley was transported by ambulance to Centinella Hospital and treated for a single gunshot 
wound to his left calf. 


A Kaltek P-11 semiautomatic 9 mm firearm was recovered from the roadway of 102" Street 
along the path that Beasley fled. The firearm was located approximately 14 feet east of the 
location where Beasley was ultimately detained. 


Beasley was charged in criminal case ҒҮ 4087943 with two counts of assault with a firearm 
upon a police officer, Penal Code section 245(d)(1). That case is set for pretrial on January 4, 
2014, in Department 126 of the Los Angeles Superior Court. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense, or defense of another, if it 
reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense or defense of another, 
actually and reasonably believed that he, or the person protected, was in imminent danger of 
great bodily injury or death. See, Penal Code § 197; People v. Randle (2005) 35 Cal.4th 987, 
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994 (overruled on another ground in People v. Chun (2009) 45 Cal.4th 1172, 1201); People v. 
Humphrey (1996) 13 Cal.4th 1073, 1082. 


In protecting himself, or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent imminent injury. CALCRIM No. 505. 


“Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety.” People v. Collins (1961) 89 
Cal.App.2d 575, 589. 


“The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than the 20/20 vision of hindsight... The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are often forced to make 
split-second judgments—in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving—about 
the amount of force that is necessary in a ран situation.” Graham у. Conner (1989) 490 
U.S. 386, 396-397. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined shows that Beasley was a passenger in a vehicle that fled from deputies 
as they attempted to conduct a traffic stop. When the fleeing vehicle crashed, Beasley exited the 
vehicle carrying a firearm. Despite being ordered to stop, Beasley pointed the firearm in the 
direction of Kusiak, leaving Kusiak and Mandoyan with only a split-second to respond. Kusiak 
and Mandoyan acted lawfully by using force to end the deadly threat Beasley posed. After this 
initial shooting, Beasley continued to flee. When he reached toward his waistband, Kusiak was 
placed in reasonable fear that Beasley was again arming himself with a firearm. Kusiak’s further 
use of deadly force was objectively reasonable under those circumstances. 
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We conclude that LASD Deputies Caren Mandoyan and Sean Kusiak acted lawfully in self- 
defense and in defense of another. We are closing our file and will take no further action in this 
matter.

Samples collected from hands, clothing, vehicles, or other items are 
examined for microscopic particles that are created from the discharge of a firearm. 


Analysis of gunshot residue by scanning electron microscopy with energy dispersive spectroscopy 
(SEM/EDS) is a non-destructive technique that provides both morphological information and the 
elemental profiles of individual particles. 


Laboratory examination notes and supporting data exist in the case file and are maintained at the 
laboratory.
